Statement. 

Calling  for  community  eifort  to  improve  attitudes  toward  the  Police 
Department. 

Supervisor  Francois  stated  that  he  had  this  morning  attended  the 
funeral  services  for  Officer  Eric  Zelms,  the  young  policeman  recently 
killed  in  line  of  duty.  He  said  that  it  seems  to  be  a  test  of  militancy 
today  to  assume  a  posture  of  hatred  of  the  police  and  there  are  too 
many  who  preach  such  hostility.  Supervisor  Francois  said  he  feels 
there  is  a  connection  between  such  preaching  and  attacks  on  individual 
policemen.  Supervisor  Francois  said  that  he  will  continue  to  support 
the  Police  Department  because  he  recognizes  that  without  proper 
police  protection,  no  one  is  safe  to  enjoy  the  good  life,  and  that  he 
hopes  those  who  are  responsible  for  building  character  and  influencing 
the  attitude  of  youngsters  will  make  every  efi"ort  to  discourage  this 
kind  of  thinking  and  that  the  Mayor  will  take  the  lead  in  trying  to 
direct  the  community  in  its  effort  to  eliminate  this  kind  of  senseless 
and  dangerous  attitude. 
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Referred  to  Committee. 

Amending  Section  12  of  the  Traffic  Code  to  authorize  regularly  em- 
ployed and  salaried  civilian  employees  of  the  Police  Department  to 
direct  traffic  or  enforce  parking  regulations. 

File  No.  581-68,  Ordinance  No. 

Supervisor  Francois  requested  that  subject  legislation,  tabled  by 
Fire,  Safety  and  Police  Committee,  be  taken  from  the  table. 

Referred  to  Fire,  Safety  and  Police  Committee. 

Requesting  public  hearing  to  determine  what  cooperative  local,  State 
and  Federal  government  action  might  be  taken  to  improve  the  quaUty 
of  the  environment. 

Supervisor  Mendelsohn  stated  that  the  problem  of  pollution  of  the 
environment  has  become  widely  recognized.  Unfortunately  there  are 
gaps  in  the  protective  legislation  enacted  at  the  State  and  Federal 
levels;  as  local  legislators  the  Board  must  now  do  what  it  can  to  plug 
the  gaps  in  controls  and  to  find  ways  to  solve  this  problem. 

Supervisor  Mendelsohn  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  League 
of  California  Cities  has  published  a  report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Future  entitled  "Pollution — Air!  Water!  Land!  Noise!" — and  have 
asked  for  comments  by  the  Board  by  the  end  of  January. 

Supervisor  Mendelsohn  requested  that  a  communication  be  directed 
to  the  League  of  California  Cities,  Peninsula  Division,  over  his  signa- 
ture, pointing  out  that  he  agrees  in  principle  with  the  points  made  in 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Future  and  that  a  committee  of 
the  Board  will  hold  hearings  on  the  subject  shortly. 

No  objection  and  request  granted. 

Supervisor  Mendelsohn  added  the  request  that  the  appropriate  com- 
mittee of  the  Board  hold  hearings  as  soon  as  possible  on  the  question 
of  what  San  Francisco — in  cooperation  with  the  Federal  and  State 
governments — can  do  to  protect  and  improve  the  quality  of  the  en- 
vironment.

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  that  he  has  not  as  yet  received  a  response 
from  the  City  Attorney  to  his  request  of  November  24,  1969,  for 
legislation  implementing  the  recommendations  of  the  Human  Rights 
Commission  relative  to  adoption  of  a  workable  program  for  urban 
development.  Supervisor  Morrison  requested  that  a  follow-up  request 
be  directed  to  the  City  Attorney  and  that  when  the  legislation  is  re- 
ceived it  be  referred  to  the  appropriate  committee  for  public  hearing 
and  recommendation  to  the  full  Board. 

No  objection  and  Clerk  directed  to  comply. 

Supervisor  Morrison  stated  that  he  was  glad  to  read  recently  that 
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the  question  of  rapid  transit  on  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  is  again  being 
discussed,  since  it  seems  not  unlikely  that  the  Bridge  could  safely 
carry  light  rapid  transit  cars  like  those  planned  to  replace  present 
street  cars  of  the  Municipal  Railway  System.  If  light,  rapid  transit 
cars  were  to  cross  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge,  there  would  have  to  be 
an  extension  of  the  Municipal  Railway  System  here.  Supervisor  Mor- 
rison said  that  while  management  of  the  Municipal  Railway  is  plan- 
ning the  modernization  of  the  system,  some  attention  should  be  given 
not  only  to  maintaining  present  street  car  lines  but  to  expanding  the 
use  of  streetcars. 

Supervisor  Morrison  requested  that  communications  be  directed  to 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the  General  Manager.  Public 
Utilities,  suggesting  that  a  modern  street  car  line  be  established  on 
Geary  Boulevard  to  serve  the  Richmond  District  and  on  Third  Street 
to  serve  the  Bayview,  Hunters  Point,  and  Visitacion  Valley  Districts, 
and  requesting  comments. 

No  objection  and  Clerk  directed  to  comply. 

Suggesting  provision  of  safety  equipment  for  members  of  the  uni- 
formed force  of  the  Police  Department. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  requested  that  a  communication  be  directed  to 
the  Chief  of  Police,  suggesting — if  he  has  not  already  done  so — inclu- 
sion in  his  departmental  budget  request  a  request  for  funds  for  what- 
ever equipment  the  Chief  believes  appropriate  to  provide  members  of 
the  uniformed  force  with  a  greater  measure  of  safety  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  duty.

Suggesting  review  of  program  for  the  training  of  recruits  in  the  uni- 
formed force  of  the  Police  Department. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  said  that  he,  too,  had  attended  the  funeral  this 
day  for  Officer  Eric  Zelms,  the  young  policeman  killed  in  line  of  duty. 
Supervisor  Tamaras  noted  that  Officer  Zelms  had  his  revolver  in  its 
holster  at  the  time  and  wondered  if  the  training  of  recruits  should  be 
reviewed  with  a  view  to  more  effectively  training  newly  inducted  mem- 
bers to  protect  themselves  from  such  attacks. 

No  objection  and  Clerk  directed  to  comply. 

Statement. 
Addition  of  American  flag  as  insignia  on  Police  Department  uniforms. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  recalled  that  he  had  recently  asked  the  Police 
Commission  and  Chief  of  Police  to  consider  adding  a  small  replica  of 
the  American  flag  to  the  uniform  of  policemen  in  the  form  of  a 
shoulder  patch.  He  said  he  hoped  the  Commission  will  give  favorable 
consideration  to  his  suggestion.  He  said  he  had  noticed  a  hostile  atti- 
tude to  policemen  in  youngsters  with  whom  he  had  come  in  contact 
during  his  election  campaign  and  felt  everything  possible  must  be 
done  to  change  such  an  attitude.  Possibly  the  replica  of  the  flag  on 
the  uniform  might  be  helpful  in  this  regard. 
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Referred  to  Committee.

Supervisor  Tamaras  presented  a  communication  from  the  Hospital 
and  Institutional  Workers'  Union  Local  250,  stating  the  belief  that 
there  is  an  extreme  under-use  of  licensed  vocational  nurses  at  Laguna 
Honda  Hospital  and  San  Francisco  General  Hospital. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  requested  that  a  communication  be  directed 
to  the  Director  of  Public  Health  asking  why  the  City  and  County 
seeks  to  add  registered  nurses  to  its  staff  and  has  not  sought  to  em- 
ploy additional  licensed  vocational  nurses,  a  policy  which  departs 
significantly  from  practices  in  private  hospitals,  and  asking  what  con- 
sideration has  been  given  to  the  substantial  cost  reductions  which 
could  be  achieved  by  proper  use  of  licensed  vocational  nurses. 

No  objection  and  Clerk  directed  to  comply.

Recommending  that  the  City  and  County  provide  Police  Department 
uniforms  and  equipment. 

Supervisor  Francois  stated  that  at  the  funeral  for  Officer  Zelms 
there  were  policemen  from  most  of  the  surrounding  communities. 
He  noticed  that  the  only  policemen  wearing  a  long  coat  were  San 
Francisco's  policemen;  all  the  others  wore  the  short  Eisenhower  jacket.

The  President  introduced  the  Honorable  Robert  J.  Drewes,  Judge 
of  the  Superior  Court,  and  announced  that  Judge  Drewes  would  ad- 
minister the  oath  of  office  to  the  re-elected  and  newly  elected  mem- 
bers of  the  Board.

Statement  of  President  Ertola. 

President  Ertola  thanked  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  members  of  the 
Clerk's  staff,  and  the  deputy  City  Attorneys  assigned  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  the  assistance  rendered  him  during  the  past  two  years. 
He  thanked  his  colleagues  for  the  honor  bestowed  on  him  in  electing 
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him  as  President  and  stated  that  the  experience  has  been  one  that  he 
will  remember  all  the  years  of  his  life,  since  in  his  opinion  the  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  is  second  to  no  other  legislative  body 
in  the  United  States. 

Nomination  for  Office  of  President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  President  announced  he  would  now  entertain  nominations  for 
the  office  of  President  of  the  Board  for  the  next  ensuing  two-year 
term. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Francois, 
moved  that  the  name  of  Supervisor  Dianne  Feinstein  be  placed  in 
nomination  for  the  office  of  President  of  the  Board  for  the  next  two 
years.  Supervisor  Tamaras  added  his  words  of  welcome  to  Supervisor 
Feinstein. 

The  President  inquired  if  there  were  any  more  nominations.

Statement  of  President-Elect  Dianne  Feinstein. 

Outgoing  President,  John  A.  Ertola,  requested  that  Supervisors 
Tamaras  and  von  Beroldingen  escort  the  newly  elected  President  to 
the  rostrum. 

President  Feinstein,  upon  assuming  the  Chair,  presented  to  Super- 
visor Ertola  an  inscribed  plaque  in  commemoration  of  his  term  as 
President  and  as  a  tribute  to  his  conduct  in  office. 

President  Feinstein  thanked  her  colleagues  for  electing  her  as  Presi- 
dent. She  said  that  the  Board  is  now  entering  a  crucial  decade  coming 
out  of  a  very  dismal  decade  and  that  she  would  like  to  think  the 
eleven  members  of  the  Board  with  the  Mayor  will  form  a  team  dedi- 
cated to  reaching  solutions  that  are  difficult  to  obtain,  a  team  that  will 
exercise  the  highest  integrity  in  reaching  the  necessary  decisions. 

President  Feinstein  said  that  as  she  has  watched  the  Board  these 
last  weeks  she  has  been  amazed  at  the  amount  of  work  going  on — 
work  that  has  depth,  substance,  and  feeling.  There  have  been  mistakes 
made  and  there  are  areas  in  which  the  Board  has  not  even  begun  to 
work.  One  of  the  overriding  issues  that  will  emerge  will  be  the  neces- 
sity of  arriving  at  the  kind  of  environmental  controls  that  will  assure 
the  beauty  that  is  San  Francisco's.  For  this  reason,  she  said,  she  will 
ask  that  the  present  Health  Committee  of  the  Board  be  named  the 
Health  and  Environment  Committee. 

Other  vital  problems  which  face  the  Board  are  tax  and  fiscal  prob- 
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lems,  crime,  and  transportation.  These  are  some  of  the  areas  the 
Board  will  be  working  on.  She  hoped  the  Board  will  move  out  into 
the  public  to  carry  its  message  to  the  people  in  an  effort  to  see  that 
this  is  a  decade  of  magnificence  for  San  Francisco. 

Statement  of  Mayor  Alioto. 

President  Feinstein  thereupon  introduced  Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto. 

Mayor  Alioto  thanked  Supervisor  Ertola  for  the  excellent  job  he 
has  done  as  President  of  the  Board  and  congratulated  the  newly  elected 
and  re-elected  Supervisors.  He  spoke  of  the  most  pressing  problems 
for  the  coming  year,  among  which  are  the  need  for  reorganization 
and  modernization  of  City  government  to  make  it  responsive  to  the 
needs  of  the  1970's,  and  the  plight  of  the  over-burdened  home  owner. 
He  said  that  he  is  convinced  that  San  Francisco  has  the  resources,  wil- 
lingness, and  ability  to  be  the  first  American  city  to  solve  the  most 
pressing  of  its  problems  and  in  reaching  solutions,  cooperation  between 
the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  can  best  assert  itself.

Controller  Nathan  Cooper  advised  the  Board  that  no  bids  were  re- 
ceived for  purchase  of  $3,250,000  Water  System  Bonds,  1961,  Series 
I,  and  of  $26,000,000  Airport  Bonds,  1967,  Series  C. 

He  said  that  inquiry  revealed  that  bidders  felt  that  the  term  of 
maturity  of  the  Water  System  Bonds  was  too  long  to  warrant  a  bid 
of  six  percent.  Mr.  Cooper  said  that  he  does  not  consider  this  a  serious 
problem;  maturity  dates  can  be  rescheduled  within  the  ability  of  the 
Water  Department  to  pay  interest  and  redemption  costs  from  reve- 
nues, and  the  bonds  again  offered  for  sale  in  the  not  too  distant  future. 

Mr.  Cooper  said  that  with  regard  to  the  Airport  Bonds,  the  problem 
is  somewhat  different.  These  were  scheduled  for  fifteen-year  maturity 
but  not  in  even  amounts  for  each  year.  This  was  done  because  reve- 
nue for  the  first  four  or  five  years  was  estimated  not  to  be  sufficient 
to  pay  more  than  the  amount  of  interest  and  redemption  scheduled 
for  those  years.  Later  revenues  were  estimated  to  be  sufficient  to  take 
up  the  balance  of  the  costs.  This  schedule  was  unattractive  to  bond 
buyers. 

Mr.  Cooper  said  his  office  will  investigate  the  possibility  of  re- 
scheduling maturity  dates  and  will  also  consider  the  possibility  of 
negotiating  sale  under  the  same  terms  and  conditions.  If  this  cannot 
be  arranged,  the  sale  can  be  offered  again.  The  bond  market  has  im- 
proved the  past  week;  perhaps  in  another  week  or  two  the  market 
might  be  able  to  absorb  these  two  bond  issues.

Statement  by  Supervisor  Tamaras  Relative 
To  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance 

Foreword: 

This  year,  in  submitting  to  the  Board  salary  standardization  rec- 
ommendations for  miscellaneous  employees,  your  Legislative  and  Per- 
sonnel Committee  has  fully  recognized  the  extraordinarily  critical  cir- 
cumstances which  confront  the  City's  fiscal  condition  and  its  real 
property  taxpayers. 

Two  public  hearings,  at  which  all  interested  were  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard  fully,  have  been  held.  Civil  Service  Commission 
recommendations  have  been  reviewed  comprehensively  and  intensively. 
All  data  regularly  submitted  has  been  evaluated  with  extreme  care.. 

Your  Committee  thereafter  has  concluded  that  the  Commission's 
recommendations,  constituting  the  highest  dollar-increase  ever  sub- 
mitted to  our  Board,  must  be  modified  if  wc  are  to  fairly  and  equitably 
observe  the  law's  requirements  for  salary  standardization,  with  due 
regard  for  economy  in  government. 

The  total  cost,  in  consequence  of  the  Committee's  considered  find- 
ings,   is    $3,861,238    instead  of  $9,525,128  as  recommended    by  the 
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Commission,  a  reduction  of  $5,663,890.    A  fuller  explanation  appears 
below. 

Documentation: 

Your  Committee  presents  to  you  today  its  recommendations  per- 
taining to  File  No.  270-70-1,  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance 
of  1970  for  Miscellaneous  Employees,  in  accordance  with  Sections  151 
and  151.1  of  the  Charter.  There  are  14,846  such  employees,  in  1320 
classifications. 

Each  member  of  the  Board  has  before  him  today  (1)  a  copy  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commission's  Salary  and  Wage  Survey  dated  January 
30,  1970,  with  a  copy  of  the  Commission's  letter  of  transmittal  dated 
January  31,  1970;  (2)  a  copy  of  the  Commission's  letter  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  under  date  of  January  30,  1970,  transmitting  a  draft 
of  the  administrative  provisions  of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordi- 
nance as  recommended  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission;  and  (3)  a 
copy  of  the  Commission's  letter  dated  February  25,  1970,  addressed 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  transmitting  supplemental  recommendations 
for  salary  increases  and  other  revisions  of  the  proposed  Salary  Stand- 
ardization Ordinance.  The  foregoing  constitute  a  comprehensive  com- 
pilation of  Civil  Service  Commission  recommendations. 

Also  before  each  Board  member  today  is  a  copy  of  the  pamphlet 
dated  March  6,  1970,  entitled  "Recommendations  of  the  Legislative 
and  Personnel  Committee  in  Connection  with  the  Salary  and  Wage 
Survey  1969-70,"  reflecting  the  compensation  schedule  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Committee. 

Administrative  Provisions:  The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  con- 
sidered varied  requests  for  amendments  to  the  administrative  provi- 
sions of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance,  those  provisions  which 
affect  working  conditions  of  the  employees  involved.  Of  those  re- 
quests, the  Civil  Service  Commission  has  recommended  approval  of 
15,  as  enumerated  in  the  Commission's  letter  of  January  30,  1970, 
mentioned  above. 

The  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  studied  intensively  those 
15  administrative  provisions,  as  well  as  9  others  urged  by  the  employ- 
ees. It  gave  careful  attention  to  representations  made  both  verbally 
and  in  writing  by  interested  individuals  and  representatives  of  or- 
ganizations. As  a  result,  the  Committee  recommends  that  the  Board 
approve  and  adopt  only  the  amendments  to  the  adminisrative  provi- 
sions of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  which  are  set  forth 
hereinbelow.  Any  further  additions  or  deletions  proposed  by  the  mem- 
bers would  require  appropriate  motions  to  amend. 

As  briefly  as  possible,  the  changes  in  the  administrative  provisions 
recommended  by  the  Committee  are  as  follows: 

1 .  Section  IV  (E) — Additional  Compensation 

The  entire  paragraph,  which  provides  a  10%  premium  rate  for 
certain  assignments  in  sewage  treatment  plants,  is  recommended  for 
deletion.  Payment  for  such  assignments  is  reflected  in  the  compensa- 
tion schedules  recommended  for  1970-71. 

2.  Section  FV  (J) — Additional  Compensation 
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This  amendment  extends  the  additional  compensation  ol  $15  per 
month  to  temporary  employees  who  translate  to  and  from  a  foreign 
language  for  a  minimum  of  twenty  hours  per  month.  This  was  here- 
tofore limited  to  permanent  employees.  The  payment  is  subject  to 
certification  by  the  Department  as  to  the  need  for  such  special  service, 
and  approval  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission.  The  estimated  cost 
is  $9,600  per  annum. 

3.  Section  IV  (K) — Additional  Compensation 

This  is  a  new  section  providing  a  premium  payment  of  2V^%  to 
employees  who  must  continually  deal  with  emotionally  disturbed  per- 
sons where  such  contact  is  not  a  normal  duty  or  characteristic  of  the 
Civil  Service  classification.  Such  payment  is  subject  to  certification 
by  an  appointing  officer,  and  approval  by  the  General  Manager,  Per- 
sonnel. The  estimated  cost  is  $1,080  per  annum.  This  premium  pay- 
ment, when  properly  authorized,  would  be  applicable  to  medical  stew- 
ards, among  other  classifications. 

4.  Section  VI  (A) — Holidays  for  Employees  Whose  Compensations 
Are  Fixed  Herein 

Insertion  of  new  language  is  recommended,  to  be  effective  January 
1,  1971,  providing  for  observance  of  certain  holidays  on  Mondays  in 
accordance  with  the  recent  change  in  State  law. 

(4th  paragraph) 

Amendment  provides  that  certain  employees  from  other  City  depart- 
ments, who  are  regularly  assigned  to  work  in  the  Board  of  Education, 
may  enjoy  the  same  substitute  holidays  as  currently  observed  by 
Board  of  Education  employees. 

5.  Section  VI — Holidays  for  Employees  Whose  Compensations  Are 
Fixed  Herein 

(5th  paragraph) 

Amendment  changes  the  holiday  language  to  coincide  with  the 
provisions  of  the  new  State  law:  February  22  (3rd  Monday  in  Feb- 
ruary) and  May  30  (last  Monday  in  May).  This  section  permits  em- 
ployees to  work  on  such  holidays  subject  to  certain  conditions. 

6.  Section  VII  (B) — Compensation  Adjustments 

New  language  is  recommended  to  permit  an  appointment  to  be 
made  at  no  higher  than  the  third  increment  step  in  the  compensation 
schedule  for  classes  where  recruitment  has  been  unsuccessful  at 
a  lower  step.  If  the  class  is  a  single-position  class,  approval  by  the 
General  Manager,  Personnel,  is  subject  to  ratification  by  the  Civil 
Service  Commission.  If  the  classification  is  a  multiple-position  class, 
recommendation  of  the  General  Manager,  Personnel,  and  approval  by 
the  Civil  Service  Commission  must  be  ratified  by  a  2/3  majority  vote 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

7.  Section  VII  (B) — Compensation  Adjustments 

Amendment  is  recommended  to  make  salary  adjustment  mandatory 
rather  than  discretionary  for  employees  promoted  from  a  lower  class 
to  a  higher  class,  subsequent  to  which  the  salary  of  the  lower  class  is 
raised  above  the  salary  of  the  higher  class. 
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8.  Section  VII  (B) — Compensation  Adjustments 

(2nd  paragraph) 

To  provide  for  adjustment  of  salary  and  anniversary  increment  date 
of  any  employee  promoted  from  one  class  to  a  higher  classification 
who  would  receive  a  lesser  salary  that  an  employee  promoted  at  a  later 
date  to  the  same  classification  from  the  same  base  class  from  which 
the  promotional  examination  was  held  and  the  same  salary  step  in 
such  base  class. 

9.  Section  VII  (C)— Method  of  Payment 

(5th  paragraph) 

Compensation  Upon  Transfer  or  Re-Employment — This  amend- 
ment extends  salary  protection  to  employees  who  are  laid  off  for  a 
period  of  not  more  than  30  calendar  days  and  receive  any  type  of 
reapppointment.  Previously,  this  protection  was  accorded  only  to 
regular  Civil  Service  reappointees  following  lay  off. 

10.  Section  VII  (D) — Method  of  Payment,  Exception 

Amendment  is  recommended  to  protect  employees  on  industrial 
accident  leave  from  loss  of  service  credit  for  salary  increments.  Mili- 
tary and  educational  leaves  are  now  so  protected. 

11.  Section  VII  (G) — Method  of  Payment 

Recommended  new  language  will  permit  re-employment  of  attor- 
neys and  physicians  under  certain  conditions  without  loss  of  prior 
service  credit.  To  be  applicable,  there  must  be  a  certification  of  a 
shortage  of  qualified  personnel  to  fill  vacancies  in  such  classes. 

12.  Section  VII  (H)  &  (I)— Method  of  Payment 

Sections  (H)  and  (I)  are  recommended  for  deletion.  These  sections 
provide  a  fringe  payment  to  supervisory  classes  in  the  Municipal 
Transit  System  in  accordance  with  fringe  payments  to  the  base  class 
of  operator  which  is  to  be  determined  later  in  the  year  in  accordance 
with  Charter  Section  151.3.1. 

13.  Section  VIII  (D)— Methods  of  Calculation 

This  new  sub-section  is  recommended,  to  authorize  the  Controller 
to  convert  other  than  bi-weekly  compensation  schedules  to  bi-weekly 
rates  for  payroll  purposes. 

14.  Section  IX — Compensation  Schedules 

The  compensation  schedules  for  fiscal  year  1970-71  are  presented  in 
bi-weekly  form  to  permit  employees  to  receive  bi-weekly  salary  war- 
rants, effective  July  1,  1970. 

15.  Section  X — Compensation  Adjustments,  1970-71: 

The  purpose  and  intent  of  this  section  is  to  provide  that  every  per- 
manent employee  in  the  classes  indicated  will  receive  an  increase  in 
fiscal  year  1970-71  either  by  seniority  increment  or  change  in  the  com- 
pensation schedule. 

For  fiscal  year  1970-71,  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  which  gov- 
ern the  method  of  advancement  of  permanent  employees  on  the  basis

of  service  from  the  1st  step  to  the  5th  step  in  the  compensation  sched- 
ule plan,  shall  be  modified  as  follows: 

(1)  For  every  classification  noted  by  symbol  (1*),  where  the  com- 
pensation schedule  for  fiscal  year  1970-71  is  higher  than  for 
1969-70,  the  seniority  increment  step  advancement  within  the 
compensation  schedule  plan  shall  be  suspended. 

(2)  For  every  classification  noted  by  symbol  (2*),  where  the  com- 
pensation schedule  for  fiscal  year  1970-71  is  higher  than  for 
1969-70,  and  advancement  within  the  compensation  schedule 
is  on  the  basis  of  six  months  of  service,  the  first  six  month  step 
increase  due  in  fiscal  year  1970-71  shall  be  granted,  but  the 
second  six  month  step  increase  within  the  compensation  sched- 
ule during  fiscal  year  1970-71,  shall  be  suspended. 

(3)  For  every  classification  noted  by  symbol  (3*)  where  the  com- 
pensation schedule  for  fiscal  year  1970-71  is  the  same  as  for 
1969-70,  permanent  appointees  who  are  at  the  maximum  step 
in  the  compensation  schedule  shall  receive  an  increase  to  a  step 
which  represents  a  5%  increase  over  the  maximum  of  the 
compensation  schedule  established  for  the  class  upon  comple- 
tion of  service  similar  to  that  required  for  advancement  with- 
in the  compensation  schedule. 

(4)  For  every  classification  noted  by  symbol  (4*).  employees  ap- 
pointed on  July  1,  1970  and  thereafter,  shall  be  appointed  at 
a  salary  that  is  represented  by  that  step  in  the  compensation 
schedule  plan  which  is  5%  below  the  entrance  step  established 
for  such  classification. 

(5)  For  every  classification  noted  by  symbol  (5*),  employees  ap- 
pointed on  July  1,  1970  and  thereafter,  shall  be  appointed  at 
a  salary  that  is  represented  by  that  step  in  the  compensation 
schedule  plan  which  is  10%  below  the  entrance  step  established 
for  such  classification. 

(6)  For  every  classification  noted  by  symbol  (6*),  where  the  flat 
rate  for  fiscal  year  1970-71  is  the  same  as  for  1969-70,  per- 
manent employees  shall  receive  on  July  1,  1970  an  increase  to 
that  step  in  the  compensation  schedule  which  represents  a  5% 
increase  for  the  class.  Employees  appointed  on  July  1,  1970 
and  thereafter,  shall  be  appointed  at  the  established  rale. 

(7)  Problems  or  questions  of  procedure  which  may  arise  in  con- 
nection with  the  administration  of  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, shall  be  resolved  by  action  of  the  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion in  accordance  with  the  purposes  and  intent  stated  above. 

Examples  of  Application  of  Item  No.  15  Above: 

Assume:  A  permanent  appointee  on  July  1,  1969  to  a  position  in  a 
class  at  Schedule  26.  Under  current  provisions,  the  employee  ap- 
pointed permanent  on  July  1,  1969  is  due  to  earn  the  2nd  step  in  the 
schedule  after  one  year  of  service,  or  on  July  1.  1970.  If  salary  stand- 
ardization increases  the  schedule  one  step,  or  5%,  then  under  current 
provisions,  on  July  1,  1970,  the  appointee  would  be  treated  as  fol- 
lows: 
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Schedule  26  —  670    703    738    775    813 

I 

Schedule  27  —  703  -^738         775  813  854 

Current  Provisions:  The  employee  on  July  1,  1970,  would  not  only 
get  the  new  entrance  rate  of  $703,  but  would  get  the  additional  5% 
to  the  2nd  step  in  the  schedule,  or  $738. 

Proposed  Provision:  The  employee  who  gets  an  increase  because 
the  schedule  is  increased  as  above,  would  forego  the  step  increase  for 
fiscal  year  1970-71.  In  the  above  illustration,  the  employee  on  July 
1  would  go  to  $703  and  remain  there  for  the  fiscal  year. 

Future  Years:  For  fiscal  year  1971-72,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
would  have  to  determine  in  the  light  of  conditions  existing  at  that  time 
whether  the  step  increases  within  the  schedules  should  be  again  made 
effective. 

Assume:  The  same  class  as  illustrated  above  in  relation  to  salary 
standardization  for  next  year,  i.e.,  1971-72 — recommended  for  a  5% 
schedule  increase:

If  increments  within  the  schedule  are  to  again  be  effected,  the  same 
employee  illustrated  above  would  on  July  1  go  from  $703  to  $738  on 
the  schedule  change,  and  to  $775,  the  2nd  step,  as  his  anniversary 
increment.  If  the  situation  is  such  that  it  is  decided  that  increment 
increases  again  cannot  be  granted,  then  the  employee  would  go  to  the 
$738  and  remain  there  for  that  fiscal  year. 

For  each  subsequent  year,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  would  have  to 
make  the  decision  as  to  whether  increment  increases  within  the  sched- 
ule were  to  be  reinstated. 

It  is  the  recommendation  of  your  Legislative  and  Personnel  Com- 
mittee that  its  proposed  amendments  to  the  administrative  provisions 
of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance  as  set  forth  above,  and  as  in- 
cluded in  the  various  recommendations  under  "Schedule  of  Compen- 
sations" below,  be  adopted,  and  therefore  they  are  included  in  the 
comprehensive  motion  for  amendment  with  which  I  opened  my  re- 
marks today. 

Schedule  of  Compensations:  The  Legislative  and  Personnel  Com- 
mittee presents  to  the  Board  its  recommendations  for  amendment  of 
the  schedule  of  compensations  which  also  entail  in  some  respects 
adoption  of  implementing  administrative  provisions. 

The  members  of  the  Committee  have  made  their  recommendations 
with  a  full  awareness  of  the  needs  of  the  community,  the  services  ren- 
dered by  the  employees,  the  requirement  for  maintenance  of  equitable 
relationships,  the  mandate  of  the  people  as  set  forth  in  the  Charter 
that  compensations  shall  be  in  accord  with  the  generally  prevailing 
rates  of  wages  for  like  service  and  working  conditions,  and  the  neces- 
sity for  preventing  undue  demands  upon  the  real  property  tax  base. 

Each  half-schedule  number  (.5)  represents  approximately  a  2Vi  % 
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increase  above  the  next  lower  schedule  number,  and  each  full  schedule 
(for  example,  Schedule  21  compared  with  Schedule  20)  represents 
approximately  a  5%  increase  above  the  next  lower  schedule. 

The  Committee's  proposed  amendments  affecting  the  schedule  of 
compensations   and  related  administrative  provisions  are   as   follows: 

1.  Adjust  classes  up  to  and  including  Schedule  25  and 
related  classes  to  5%  from  7.5%  where  generally  pre- 
vailing data  does  not  support  an  increase  in  excess  of 

5%    $1,176,102 

A  review  of  the  data  collected  by  the  staff  of  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  does  not  support  a  7.5%  in- 
crease for  a  majority  of  the  classes  up  to  Schedule  25. 
The  data  from  other  public  agencies  includes  the  State 
of  California,  Federal  Government  and  Alameda 
County.  The  private  data  includes  information  from 
96  private  firms  in  San  Francisco  collected  by  the 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  Also  included  in  the  data 
are  union  rates  for  hospital  classifications.  There  are  a 
number  of  classes  in  this  category  (up  to  Schd.  25) 
where  the  data  warrants  a  higher  increase  and  they  are 
so  recommended. 

2.  Adjust  the  7.5%    ward  duty  premium  to  5%  for 

class   2320  Registered  Nurse 346,600 

The  present  compensation  schedule  for  Registered  Nurses  is  $757- 
919  per  month  (Schedule  28.5).  The  Civil  Service  Commission  rec- 
ommended $813-988  (Schedule  30)  which  represents  a  7.5%  increase 
for  the  next  fiscal  year. 

The  current  pay  for  nurses  under  the  California  Nurses  Associa- 
tion contract  in  San  Francisco  is  $715-835  per  month.  In  order  to 
maintain  a  15%  differential  over  the  CNA  rate,  the  City  and  County 
nurses  would  have  to  be  raised  to  $822-960  per  month.  There  is  no 
such  schedule — the  nearest  schedule  is  $795-965  (Schedule  29.5).  This 
represents  a  5%  increase  for  the  City  nurses  over  the  rate  received 
in  the  present  fiscal  yar.  This  is  so  recommended. 

If  the  recommended  reduction  from  7.5%  to  5%  and  the  ward 
differential  is  reduced  from  7.5%  to  5%  there  will  be  a  net  saving  of 
$310,600.  The  nurses  will  receive  an  overall  increase  of  2Vi  %  over 
the  compensation  schedule  for  the  current  fiscal  year.  This  will  rep- 
resent a  20%  differential  (including  the  ward  duty),  instead  of  a 
22Vi  %  differential  over  the  California  Nurses  Association  contract 
rate. 

According  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  staff,  the  7.5%  ward 
duty  premium  for  Registered  Nurses  was  added  in  1966  to  alleviate 
a  major  recruitment  problem  in  this  classification  and  in  recognition 
of  the  greater  number  of  patients  served  by  nurses  on  ward  duty  as 
compared  to  other  hospitals  in  the  area.  There  is  no  longer  a  major 
recruitment  problem  for  Registered  Nurses.  The  patient  count  at  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital  has  decreased  in  the  last  three  years  from 
an  average  of  689  to  599,  and  at  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  from  1455 
to  1 350,  while  the  number  of  employees  in  this  class  at  the  two  insti- 
tutions has  increased. 
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A  review  of  the  data  collected  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  staff 
reveals  that  no  public  or  private  hospital  included  in  the  Salary 
Standardization  Survey  pays  a  ward  rate  differential  for  Registered 
Nurses. 

With  the  reduction  of  the  ward  premium  differential,  the  City  and 
County  nurses  will  maintain  a  20%  pay  differential  over  the  nurses 
included  in  the  California  Nurses  Association  contract  for  private 
hospitals  in  San  Francisco  which  was  the  agreed  differential  in  1966 
during  the  negotiations  with  the  nurses. 

3.  Extended  range  adjustment  in  certain  cases 350,000 

The  extended  range  adjustment  of  5%  is  proposed 
in  those  classes  where  an  increase  in  the  compensation 
schedule  is  not  recommended  by  the  Legislative  and 
Personnel  Committee.  In  order  to  give  relief  to  em- 
ployees who  are  at  the  maximum  of  the  schedule  and 
who  would  otherwise  suffer  a  loss  in  purchasing 
power,  this  extended  range  (5%)  will  be  included  in 
the  Administration  Provisions  of  the  Salary  Standard- 
ization Ordinance  and  the  classes  included  in  this 
adjustment  will  be  identified  by  a  symbol.  The  com- 
pensation schedule  will  remain  the  same.  Employees 
other  than  those  at  the  maximum  of  the  range  will  re- 
ceive the  regular  seniority  step  increase  of  5%. 

4.  Adjust  classes  2910  Social  Worker,   2912  Senior 
Social  Worker  and  2914  Social  Work  Supervisor  from 

7.5%  increase  to  5% 136,656 

A  review  of  Civil  Service  Commission  staff  data 
indicates  that  a  5%  adjustment  in  these  classifications 
is  in  accord  with  generally  prevailing  data  from  other 
public  agencies.  For  many  years  there  was  a  serious 
recruitment  problem  in  the  Social  Work  classifications. 
Due  to  recent  State  legislation  which  separates  the 
eligibility  determination  from  the  professional  Social 
Work  the  recruitment  problem  has  diminished  and  the 
number  of  positions  required  in  the  professional  cate- 
gory will  be  reduced. 

A  similar  adjustment  in  the  Social  Services  classifi- 
cations which  require  a  Master's  Degree  is  not  recom- 
mended because  recruitment  problems  still  exist  in 
those  classes. 

5.  Adjust  supervisory   classifications  in   the   Nursing 

Series  to  5%    from  7.5% 123,856 

A  review  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  staff  data 
indicates  a  reduction  from  7.5%  to  5%  will  maintain 
a  4Vi  step  differential  in  the  compensation  schedules 
between  Registered  Nurses  and  Head  Nurses.  This  is 
in  accord  with  differentials  between  other  professional 
classifications  in  the  City  and  County  service  and  in 
accord  with  practice  in  other  public  agencies  surveyed. 
The  other  public  agencies  surveyed  in  the  nursing 
classifications  include  Federal  hospitals,  State  of  Cali- 
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fornia  hospitals,  and  Alameda,  San  Mateo  and  Santa 
Clara  County  hospitals. 

6.  Adjust  professional  classifications  in  the  Librarian 

Series  to   5%    from   7.5% 39,444 

A  review  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  staff  data 
indicates  an  adjustment  from  7.5%  to  5%  is  justified 
on  the  basis  of  data  collected  from  other  public  agen- 
cies for  these  classifications.  The  public  agencies  sur- 
veyed for  Librarian  classifications  in  the  Bay  Area 
include  the  following:  State  of  California,  Santa  Clara, 
San  Mateo  and  Alameda  Counties  and  the  City  of 
Oakland.  There  is  no  recruitment  problem  at  this  time 
and  Civil  Service  records  indicate  eligibles  are  avail- 
able on  existing  lists  to  fill  vacancies  in  these  classifi- 
cations. 

7.  Establish  a  new  sub-entry  step  5%  or  10%  below 
the  current  entry  step  as  indicated  for  the  following 
classifications    75,000

A  review  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  staff  data 
indicates  that  the  data  collected  does  not  support  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  recommendation.  New  sub- 
entry  steps  are  recommended  in  the  administrative 
provisions  of  the  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance 
and  will  be  identified  by  a  symbol. 

8.  Recommend  no  increase  in  compensation  schedule 
to  one-position  classifications  where  incumbent  is  not 

at  the  maximum  step  in  the  compensation  schedule....        50,000 

Even  though  the  compensation  schedule  for  such 
employees  is  not  increased,  this  recommendation  con- 
tinues the  seniority  increment  within  the  compensation 
schedule  for  an  employee  not  at  the  maximum.  Nor- 
mal practice  in  private  industry  is  to  grant  a  single 
increase  during  a  salary  adjustment  period. 

9.  Adjust   increases   in  the  Professional   Engineering 

Series  and  related  classes  to  7.5%   from   10% 222,942 

The  average  starting  rate  for  Engineers  in  private 
firms  included  in  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  survey 
and  in  the  State  of  California  and  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment is  substantially  below  the  Civil  Service  Commis-

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sion  recommended  increase  of  7.5%.  This  recom- 
mended adjustment  still  leaves  the  Junior  Engineer's 
starting  salary  well  above  the  average  starting  salary 
elsewhere. 

10.  Adjust    classifications    in    the    Probation    Officer 

Series  to   5%   from   7.5% 53,400 

A  review  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  staff 
data  indicates  that  the  7.5%  increase  in  the  Probation 
Officer  Series  is  not  justified  on  the  basis  of  data  col- 
lected from  other  public  agencies  surveyed.  The  aver- 
age entry  step  in  the  public  agencies  surveyed  is  $824 
per  month.  The  adjustment  to  a  5%  increase  ($876) 
will  still  reflect  an  entry  step  in  the  base  class  $52  over 
the  average  starting  salary  in  other  public  agencies 
surveyed. 

11.  Adjust  class  8321  Counselor,  Boys  Ranch  School 

to  5%  from  10% ...'... 10,260 

This  adjusted  recommendation  to  5%  will  bring  this 
classification  in  accord  with  the  recommendation  for 
other  related  Counselor  classifications.  The  data  from 
other  public  agencies  surveyed  for  Counselors  at  Boys 
Ranch  School  is  somewhat  higher  than  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  because  the  data  collected 
is  for  the  class  of  Probation  Officer  who  perform  the 
counseling  work  in  some  of  these  other  counties,  such 
as  San  Diego  and  Los  Angeles  Counties.  The  adjust- 
ment of  this  recommendation  will  leave  the  starting 
salary  for  this  class  in  general  accord  with  the  data  col- 
lected. 

12.  Adopt  a  new  Administrative  Provision  to  suspend 
increments  for  employees  who  are  between  the  first 
and  fourth  step  in  the  compensation  schedule  and  who 
will  receive  an  increase  because  of  an  increase  in  the 
compensation   schedule  based   on  data 2,403,400 

If  an  employee  is  at  the  maximum  of  the  compen- 
sation schedule  and  is  to  receive  an  increase  in  the 
schedule  based  on  data  collected,  he  is  limited  to  one 
adjustment  during  the  salary  adjustment  period.  Under 
current  procedure,  if  an  employee  is  between  the  first 
and  fourth  step  in  the  compensation  schedule,  he  will 
receive  a  seniority  step  increase  during  the  salary  ad- 
justment period,  or  two  increases  of  at  least  10% 
total.  This  new  Administrative  Provision  will  withhold 
the  seniority  increment  during  the  next  fiscal  year  in 
such  cases  and  limit  the  employee  to  the  increase 
based  on  a  change  in  the  compensation  schedule.  The 
withholding  or  resumption  of  salary  increments  for 
future  years  will  depend  on  the  economic  factors  to  be 
considered  at  that  time. 

13.  Adjust    the    commencement    hour   for   premium 
payment  for  night  tour  of  duty,  except  for  certain  speci- 
fied classifications,  from  2  p.m.  to  5  p.m 368,918 
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The  recommended  adjustment  would  bring  the  pre- 
mium payment  for  night  tours  of  duty  in  conformity 
with  standard  prevailing  practice.  It  reflects  exactly 
the  provisions  applicable  to  Class  2320  Registered 
Nurse  which  are  included  in  the  current  contract  be- 
tween the  California  Nurses  Association  and  private 
hospitals  generally  in  San  Francisco,  since  elsewhere 
in  the  Ordinance  is  a  specification  under  Class  2320 
that  the  salary  will  include  9%  additional  to  the  en- 
trance base  rate  for  night  shifts  beginning  after  2  p.m. 
and  starting  before  6  a.m.  as  ward  nurse  or  emer- 
gency hospital  nurse.  The  precise  text  of  the  applicable 
section,  as  it  is  proposed  for  amendment,  follows: 

(B)  For  night  tour  of  duty  EXCLUSIVE  OF  THE 
EXCEPTIONS  NOTED  HEREIN,  a  night  tour  of 
duty  is  eight  hours  work  completed  within  nine 
hours  commencing  after  5  p.m.  and  prior  to  6  a.m. 
A  NIGHT  TOUR  OF  DUTY  FOR  EMPLOYEES 
IN  THE  FOLLOWING  CLASSES  SHALL  BE 
DEFINED  AS  EIGHT  HOURS  WORK  COM- 
PLETED WITHIN  NINE  HOURS  COMMEN- 
CING AFTER  2  P.M.  AND  PRIOR  TO  6  A.M. 
THIS  PROVISION  APPLIES  TO  CLASSES  2302 
ORDERLY,  2312  LICENSED  VOCATIONAL 
NURSE,  2308  SURGICAL  AIDE,  2322  HEAD 
NURSE,  2330  ANESTHETIST,  2340  OPERAT- 
ING ROOM  NURSE,  2342  HEAD  NURSE,  SUR-

required  to  work  on  a  night  tour  of  duty  of  eight 
hours,  shall  be  paid  614  %  more  than  the  base 
monthly  rate  exclusive  of  any  additional  compensa- 
tion for  other  special  assignments.  This  provision 
shall  not  apply  to  employees  whose  compensations 
are  fixed  herein  on  a  per  diem  or  hourly  basis  OR 
TO  EMPLOYEES  in  class  2220  Physician  assigned 
to  emergency  hospital  service.  This  provision  shall 
apply  to  part-time  employees  of  the  Juvenile  Court 
in  the  classifications  of  8320  Counselor-Juvenile 
Hall  who  work  four  hours  or  more  but  less  than 
eight  hours  and  whose  tour  of  duty  ends  at  8  o'clock 
p.m.  or  later,  and  to  employees  in  classes  7334 
Stationary  Engineer  and  7372  Stationary  Engineer, 
Sewage  Plant. 

Total  Estimated  Savings $5,332,978 
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Conclusion: 


In  effect,  the  recommendations  submitted  today  by  the  Legislative 
and  Personnel  Committee  constitute  a  substantial  reduction  of  Civil 
Service  Commission  recommendations,  which  were  in  large  measure 
not  in  accord  with  survey  data.  At  the  same  time,  the  Committee  is 
making  it  possible  for  most  employees  to  enjoy  a  5%  upward  revision 
of  their  present  compensation,  either  through  incremental  or  range 
adjustment. 

The  recommendations  were  predicated  in  the  case  of  each  classi- 
fication upon  a  review,  individually  and  class  by  class,  of  all  available 
data.  At  the  same  time,  there  was  a  consideration  of  relationships 
with  alHed  classifications,  and  a  weighing  of  compensation-affecting 
influences  in  private  and  other  public  jurisdictions,  including,  among 
others,  cost-of-living  increases  reported  by  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Labor  since  enactment  of  the  last  Sala-y  Standardization  Ordi- 
nance. 

The  deliberations  of  the  Committee  were  made  complicated  and 
hypersensitive  by  the  multiplicity  of  adversary  interests  generated  by 
the  Civil  Service  Commission's  recommendations.  Organizations  such 
as  the  Greater  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  generally  con- 
tended for  sharp  reduction  of  the  Commission's  proposals,  while  labor 
interests  advocated  retention  or  upward  revision  of  the  Commission's 
recommendations.  The  contentions  of  both  factions  were  supported 
by  persuasive  arguments,  and  a  tense  situation  was  recurrently  agi- 
tated, as  was  the  case  last  year,  by  unconfirmed  rumors  of  a  refer- 
endum to  the  voters  on  one  hand,  and  overt  warnings  of  a  strike  on 
the  other. 

In  the  face  of  widely  divergent  but  always  insistent  pressures,  the 
Committee  offers  a  solution  which  it  believes  is  in  strict  conformity 
with  the  people's  edict,  expressed  in  the  Charter,  that  the  "Supervisors 
shall  fix  a  compensation  which  shall  be  in  accord  with  the  wages  paid 
in  private  employment  or  other  governmental  organizations  in  the 
state  for  the  nearest  comparable  service  and  working  conditions." 

Your  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee,  Supervisor  James 
Mailliard,  Supervisor  Ronald  Pelosi  and  the  writer,  has  held  eight 
separate  sessions  of  several  hours  duration  each,  during  daytime  and 
evening  hours,  in  order  to  give  mature  deliberation  to  the  important 
matter  of  salary  standardization.  It  has  conducted  an  exhaustive 
study  of  the  data  submitted  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  indi- 
vidual emplovees.  other  interested  persons,  and  organizations.  The 
counsel  of  all  members  of  the  Board  was  cordially  invited  at  any  or 
all  of  those  meetings,  and  the  Committee  welcomed  that  which  was 
offered. 

The  Committee  members  present  the  foregoing  recommendations 
to  you  with  complete  unanimity.  They  feel  strongly  that  they  repre- 
sent the  best  possible  solution  of  an  admittedly  complex  problem. 
Because  of  the  volume  and  intricacies  of  the  classifications  involved, 
the  final  product  almost  inevitably  will  raise  the  possibility  that  in- 
congruities and  inconsistencies  will  crop  up  in  the  future,  which  can 
be  remedied  in  due  course.  On  the  whole,  however,  the  recommen- 
dations treat  substantially  all  of  the  employees  alike  and  without  dis- 
turbance of  relationships  which  now  exist. 
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The  Committee  members  are  extremely  hopeful  that  the  manifest 
equality  of  their  over-all  recommendations  will  be  acceptable  to  all 
interested  factions,  that  the  employees  will  continue  to  enjoy  a  live- 
lihood supported  by  adequate  wages,  and  that  the  homeowners,  the 
business  community  and  other  private  taxpayers  will  continue  to 
enjoy  without  disruption  a  favorable  economy  bolstered  and  enhanced 
by  essential  municipal  services. 

The  Committee  urges  each  and  every  member  of  the  Board  to  rec- 
ognize the  essential  fairness  of  its  recommendations,  and  to  vote  in 
favor  of  them,  without  change. 

Addendum  to  March  6,  1970  Statement  by  Supervisor  Tamaras 
Relative  to  Salary  Standardization  Ordinance 

Subsequent  to  its  extended  discussion  with  employee  representatives 
and  the  Mayor  on  Saturday,  March  7,  1970,  the  Legislative  and  Per- 
sonnel Committee  has  amended  its  original  recommendations  as  set 
forth  in  my  statement  of  March  6,  1970. 

The  Committee's  amendments,  all  of  which  are  designed  to  elimi- 
nate inequities  and  produce  administrative  uniformity,  necessarily  will 
add  to  the  total  cost  of  the  Salary  Standardization  package.  Never- 
theless, the  amount  by  which  the  Legislative  and  Personnel  Com- 
mitee  has  reduced  the  total  submitted  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
is  $4,755,252,  a  reduction  which  is  unprecedented  in  the  history  of 
salary  standardization.  At  the  same  time,  the  Committee  feels  that 
the  salaries  recommended  for  all  employees  are  fair  and  equitable, 
and  in  full  compliance  with  the  spirit  and  letter  of  the  Salary  Stand- 
ardization requirement  of  like  pay  for  like  work. 

The  specific  amendments  approved  by  the  Legislative  and  Personnel 
Committee  following  last  Saturday's  meeting,  and  which  are  incor- 
porated in  the  Committee's  motion  for  amendment  of  the  Salary 
Standardization  Ordinance  today,  are  as  follows: 

1.  Establish  night  differential  applicable  to  nurses  at  10%  instead 
of  9%  as  was  originally  proposed  by  the  Committee.  This 
amendment  will  maintain  the  current  differential  of  10%.  At 
the  same  time,  an  amendment  is  recommended  that  the  proposed 
designation  of  "entrance  rate"  in  relation  to  the  night  differential 
be  stricken,  thus  maintaining  the  current  provision.  There  is 
no  separate  element  of  cost  attached  to  the  foregoing,  since  the 
cost  is  included  in  the  total  shown  in  Item  5  below. 

2.  The  following  language  is  to  be  inserted  with  each  of  the  stipu- 
lated classifications  listed  in  the  salary  recommendations:  "'10% 
additional  per  hour  when  assigned  to  work  involving  contact 
with  raw  sewage  in  sewage  treatment  plants."  The  foregoing 
language  shall  apply  to  classes:

A  further  saving  of  $276,000  is  effected  because  the  new  increases 
become  effective  on  the  1 1  th  working  day  of  the  new  fiscal  year. 

Section  10  (1)  (2)  of  the  administrative  provisions  of  the  Salary 
Standardization  Ordinance  (increment  steps)  are  recommended  for 
deletion.  It  is  proposed  that  the  former  method  of  administering  sal- 
ary increments  within  the  schedules  be  continued. 

A  savings  of  $2,403,400  was  estimated  in  the  report  of  the  L&P

to  $1,419,554  which  results  in  a  total  cost  figure  of  $6,022,314. 

A  special  compensation  schedule  for  Registered  Nurses  is  recom- 
mended to  more  accurately  reflect  a  15%  differential  between  the  City 
and  County  nurses  and  nurses  included  in  the  California  Nurses  asso- 
ciation agreement  for  private  hospitals  in  San  Francisco. 

The  compensation  schedule  for  2322  Head  Nurse  and  2830  Public 
Health  Nurse  is  recommended  for  an  additional  2.5%  increase,  effec- 
tive 1/1/71  (estimated  cost  $46,480).    Included  in  figures  above. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  concluded  by  stating  that  while  the  Legislative 
and  Personnel  Committee  had  recommended  the  proposal  under  con- 
sideration, a  recomputation  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  reflects  a 
substantial  change.

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  recalled  that  on  March  30  she  had 
raised  certain  objections  to  the  proposed  Charter  amendment  which 
she  had  later  distributed  by  means  of  a  memorandum  to  all  interested 
persons.   The  objections  are  summarized  as  follows: 

1.  Transfers  all  power  to  purchase,  lease,  or  otherwise  acquire 
property,  improvements  or  related  facilities  to  the  Airport  Commis- 
sion; 

2.  Precludes  use  of  airport  revenues  for  construction  or  expansion 
of  systems  or  facilities  for  transportation  of  persons  or  property; 
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3.  Commission  would  have  power  to  lease  lands  and  space  in  air- 
prt  buildings  and  to  issue  permits  for  concessions  without  competi- 
tive bid; 

4.  Commission  would  have  exclusive  power  to  fix  rates  and 
charges,  ehminating  all  control  now  existing  in  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors; 

5.  Eliminates  requirement  for  approval  by  the  electorafe  of  the 
sale  or  other  disposition  of  the  control  of  the  airport  and  eliminates 
control  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  over  sale  of  property  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  commission; 

6.  Precludes  transfer  of  surplus  airport  funds  to  the  General  Fund; 

7.  Divests  Board  of  Supervisors  of  all  authority  over  budgets  and 
supplemental  appropriations;  divests  Controller  of  authority  over 
intradepartmental  transfers  and  pre-audit  of  expenditures; 

8.  Makes  servicing  of  revenue  bonds  a  first  charge  against  airport 
revenues; 

9.  Authorizes  commission  to  issue  revenue  bonds  subject  only  to 
approval  or  rejection  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  without  power  to 
amend; 

10.  No  limit  is  placed  on  the  interest  rate  for  revenue  bonds. 

Substitute  Charter  Amendment  Presented. 

Adopted  as  Amended. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  presented  a  third  draft  as  a  substitute 
Charter  amendment.  She  advised  that  it  was  prepared  after  consulta- 
tion with  members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  the  City  Attor- 
ney, Controller,  and  representatives  of  the  airlines  and,  for  the  most 
part,  reflects  correction  of  the  objections  raised  by  her  on  March  30.

port, systems  or  facilities  for  the  surface  or  sub-surface  transportation 
of  persons  or  property." 

There  being  no  objection,  on  motion  of  Supervisor  Mailliard,  rules 
of  the  Board  were  suspended  to  permit  Mr.  Burnham  Enerson  to  ad- 
dress the  Board. 

Mr.  Enerson  stated  that  he  had  been  asked  to  appear  before  the 
Board  on  behalf  of  the  San  Francisco  committee  of  the  domestic  air- 
lines using  the  airport,  to  report  the  views  of  the  airline  committee. 
Mr.  Enerson  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  proposed  amendment.

There  being  no  objection,  on  motion  of  Supervisor  Maiiliard,  the 
privilege  of  the  floor  was  granted  to  Mr.  Burnham  Enerson  for  the 
purpose  of  discussing  the  provisions  of  Section  137.2,  leases  and  con- 
cessions on  airport  property. 

Mr.  Enerson  stated  that  addition  of  a  veto  power  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  came  up  only  yesterday;  therefore,  he  was  not  in  a  posi- 
tion to  express  the  opinion  of  the  airlines  committee  relative  to  the 
possible  impact  of  this  change  on  airport  operation,  but  he  felt  it  is 
somewhat  inconsistent  with  the  concept  of  an  independent  commission 
having  responsibility  and  authority  to  manage  airport  business. 

Mr.  Enerson  said  that  the  change  in  language  of  Section  138  has 
caused  the  expression  of  some  concern  that  it  might  have  an  impact 
on  the  sale  of  revenue  bonds  because  annual  revenues  would  be  subject 
to  the  very  rigid  budgetary  provisions  of  the  charter.  Regarding  Sec- 
tion 138.1,  Mr.  Enerson  said  that  a  similar  comment  might  be  made 
relative  to  the  change  of  language  in  this  section  because  normally 
the  statutes  provide  that  the  first  charge  against  revenues  shall  be 
payment  of  interest  and  principal  on  revenue  bonds.  Mr.  Enerson 
stated  again  that  he  was  not  expressing  the  attitude  of  the  airlines  but 
merely  mention  these  points  as  being  of  possible  fiscal  disadvantage. 

William  J.  Dwyer,  Assistant  General  Manager,  Finance,  Public 
Utilities,  stated  that  he  discussed  the  change  in  Section  138.1,  chang- 
ing order  of  priorities  for  disbursement  of  revenues,  with  financial 
people  in  New  York  and  found  that  they  felt  the  change  would  have 
little  or  no  effect  on  the  marketability  of  revenue  bonds. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Maiiliard,  George  F.  Han- 
sen, General  Manager  of  the  Airport,  stated  that  respecting  other  major 
airports  in  the  United  States  the  legislative  body  does  not  have  veto 
power  over  the  negotiation  and  execution  of  leases. 

Failed.

Supervisor  Mailliard  urged  a  "no"  vote.  He  said  that  while  he 
would  favor  any  sound  proposal  to  reduce  the  tax  burden  on  the  home 
owner,  he  opposes  this  proposal  for  two  basic  reasons:  It  contains  no 
provision  that  would  require  the  reduction  of  taxes  on  residential  prop- 
erty, so  that  the  result  could  simply  be  increased  state  taxes  and  in- 
creased expenditures  for  school  purposes  without  a  commensurate 
reduction  in  real  property  taxes.  Also,  there  is  no  provision  as  to  how 
the  State  is  to  raise  the  additional  funds  that  would  be  required  to 
finance  the  State's  increased  share  of  education  and  social  service 
costs,  which  might  mean  increased  income  and  sales  taxes. 

Supervisor  Francois  urged  an  "aye"  vote.  He  said  this  measure 
would  shift  two  major  portions  of  the  county  budget — welfare  and 
education — to  the  State,  where  it  should  have  been  all  along.  This 
measure  will  obviously  require  the  State  to  find  new  sources  of  reve- 
nue, but  no  matter  what  the  State  does  in  this  regard,  it  will  be  done 
on  a  statewide  basis  and  the  burden  will  not  fall  disproportionately 
on  San  Francisco. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Pelosi,  Controller  Nathan 
Cooper  explained  that  according  to  Proposition  8,  the  State  will  pay 
fifty  percent  of  the  cost  of  schools,  and  ninety  percent  of  the  State 
and  County  cost  for  social  services.  To  date  no  bill  has  been  intro- 
duced in  the  Legislature  to  implement  the  provisions  of  Proposition  8; 
therefore,  the  effect  on  San  Francisco  cannot  be  accurately  estimated. 
However,  on  the  basis  of  the  California  Teachers  Association  report, 
a  saving  to  San  Francisco  of  about  $33  million  is  the  guess  of  the 
Controller  and  the  Department  of  Social  Services. 

Mr.  Cooper  reminded  the  Board  that  the  State  must  get  revenue 
from  some  source  to  pay  this  money  to  the  counties.  One  such  source 
actively  talked  about  is  an  inc^pased  sales  tax.  An  increase  of  one 
percent  in  the  sales  tax  will  take  some  $24  million  out  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. Mr.  Cooper  stressed  that  these  are  on'v  euesses  at  this  time  as 
there  is  no  way  of  knowing  what  the  bill  which  is  necessary  to  bring 
this  into  effect  would  provide. 

Supervisors  Pelosi,  Mendelsohn,  and  Ertola  agreed  that  the  inequi- 
ties of  the  present  tax  structure  require  support  of  Proposition  8,  but 
with  the  understanding  that  San  Francisco  must  take  the  initiative  in 
attacking  any  resulting  efforts  to  increase  the  sales  tax  and  in  conceiv- 
ing alternate,  more  progressive  means  of  raising  the  necessary  State 
revenue.

The  basic  philosophy  of  the  ordi- 
nance is  that  domestic  sewage  should  be  accepted  at  all  treatment 
plants  without  pretreatment  but  that  any  substance  in  the  discharge 
from  an  industrial  plant  which  might  be  harmful  to  the  sewer  system 
or  the  treatment  plant  or  which  could  not  be  treated  easily  at  the  plant 
and  which  would  be  harmful  to  the  waters  of  the  Bay  should  be  re- 
moved by  the  individual  discharger  prior  to  discharging  into  the  sewer 
system.  Supervisor  Mendelsohn  stated  that  such  an  ordinance  will 
save  the  taxpayers  an  enormous  amount  of  money.

In  response  to  questions  by  Supervisor  Tamaras,  Deputy  City 
Attorney  Kenealey  advised  that  if  the  Board  wished  to  amend  the  pro- 
posal before  the  Board,  rcreferral  to  the  City  Planning  Commission 
for  public  hearing  and  recommendation  prior  to  Board  action  would 
be  necessary.  He  added  that  California  courts  have  held  that  rights 
to  a  particular  zoning  classification  do  not  come  into  play  until  a  per- 
mit has  been  issued  for  construction  and  money  expended  thereon. 

Supervisor  Mailliard  stated  that  he  has  been  told  by  representatives 
of  developers  of  property  in  the  Cliff  House-Sutro  Baths  area  that  they 
believe   it  possible  to  develop   the   property  so   that   the  entire   view 
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would  be  preserved  for  everyone.  Supervisor  Mailliard  recommended 
enactment  of  subject  legislation  today.  Later  in  the  meeting  he  said 
he  intends  to  move  that  the  City  Planning  Commission  be  requested 
to  review  Section  251  of  the  City  Planning  Code  in  an  endeavor  to 
work  out  with  the  developer  legislation  which  would  permit  them  to 
maintain  their  equity  in  the  property  but  at  the  same  time  preserve 
the  view  that  is  so  important  to  all  San  Franciscans.

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  presented  the  following  budget  state- 
ment on  behalf  of  the  Finance  Committee: 

The  Finance  Committee  presents  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  today 
the  proposed  annual  budget  of  the  Citv  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
for  the  fiscal  year  1970-1971. 

Two  itemized  lists  of  Finance  Committee  recommendations,  (1) 
budget,  and  (2)  supplemental  budget,  have  been  furnished  Board  mem- 
bers. Those  lists,  together  with  the  two  volumes  of  the  budget,  and 
the  looseleaf  supplemental  budget  requests,  constitute  a  comprehen- 
sive budget  report. 

This  year,  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District's  tentative 
annual  budget  is  not  included  with  the  City  and  County  figures,  and 
all  statistics  herein  have  been  compiled  or  adjusted  to  reflect  the  ab- 
sence of  District  data. 

Salient  total  budget  figures  for  comparative  purposes  are  as  follows: 

1969-70  budget  $474,290,485 

1970-71  departmental  requests*  582,349,669 
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1970-71  Mayor's  recommendations  513,993,160 

1970-71  Finance  Committee  recommendations  507,814,119 

*  (Exclusive  of  Charter  Sec.  151  salary  standardization.) 

The  amount  of  support  for  the  annual  budget  from  ad  valorem  taxes 
cannot  be  known  or  estimated  prior  to  September  1970,  when  the  as- 
sessment roll  together  with  surpluses,  subventions,  grants,  and  various 
revenue  and  expenditure  adjustments  can  be  ascertained  with  preci- 
sion by  the  Controller. 

Specific  Items  and  Categories: 

Some  of  the  budgetary  items  and  appropriation  categories  of  major 
or  special  interest  merit  brief  comments  concerning  Finance  Commit- 
tee action: 

Art  Commission: 

The  requested  appropriation  of  $25,000  for  the  Municipal  Band 
is  recommended  for  deletion  in  its  entirety.  The  Committee  believes 
that  this  item  is  essentially  one  of  a  cultural  nature,  properly  falling 
within  the  purview  of  the  Hotel  Room  Tax  revenues  dispensed  by  the 
Chief  Administrative  Officer  in  the  Publicity  and  Advertising  Fund. 
Such  revenues  will  be  increased  in  the  next  fiscal  year,  and  it  is  the 
intention  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  propose  that  the  Chief  Admin- 
istrative Officer  consider  funding  the  Municipal  Band  therefrom. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  recommended  approval  of  the  $35,000 
item  submitted  by  the  Mayor  for  continuation  of  the  Neighborhood 
Arts  program  and  supporting  services.  The  Committee  intends  to  re- 
quest the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  to  consider  whether  or  not  such 
amount  may  be  funded  partially  or  wholly  from  the  Publicity  and 
Advertising  Fund.  If  it  can,  the  appropriation  of  $35,000  from  the 
Property  Tax  may  be  reduced  or  eliminated  accordingly,  for  the  com- 
ing and  succeeding  fiscal  years. 

Controller — Central  EDP  Complex: 

The  Committee  has  particularly  noted  the  following:  Actual  expen- 
ditures for  fiscal  year  1968-69,  $3,976,869;  probable  expenditures  for 
fiscal  year  1969-70,  $4,748,513;  budget  recommended  by  Mayor  for 
fiscal  year  1970-71,  $5,662,746.  The  proposed  increase  of  $919,433 
is  attributable  in  major  degree  to  an  expansion  of  services  rendered 
operating  departments,  including  Police  and  Public  Health.  It  is  the 
Committee's  intention  to  request  the  Controller  for  an  up-to-date,  fully 
documented  comparison  of  the  relative  features  of  providing  all  EDP 
services  by  our  own  forces  and/ or  alternatively  by  an  independent 
contractor,  recognizing  that  the  City  and  County  program  involves 
employment  of  114  permanent  employees,  $1,242,415  in  temporary 
salaries,  $2,920,420  in  contractual  services,  and  problems  of  personnel 
recruitment,  office  space  allocations,  and  refined  equipment  procure- 
ment, among  other  considerations. 

Education,  County  Offices,  etc.: 

The  Committee  recommends  deletion  of  a  proposed  item  for  con- 
struction of  one  elementary  school  in  the  Hunters  Point  Redevelop- 
ment Project.  This  structure  is  also  included  in  the  proposed  bond 
issue  which  will  appear  on  the  ballot  for  the  election  to  be  held  on 
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June  2,  1970.  It  has  been  represented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that 
in  the  event  the  bond  issue  is  successful,  this  amount  of  $2,267,000 
in  the  budget  item  now  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  will  be  with- 
drawn prior  to  the  setting  of  the  tax  rate  for  1970-71. 

The  Finance  Committee  feels  that  this  project  and  funding  therefor 
appear  improperly  in  the  proposed  annual  budget  of  the  City  and 
County.  Properly,  the  project  should  be  included  with  all  other  school 
projects  in  the  annual  budget  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District. 

Under  date  of  May  6,  1970,  the  Executive  Director  of  the  San 
Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  wrote  to  the  Mayor  and  stated, 
among  other  things,  the  following:  "The  reason  the  Hunters  Point 
schools  were  not  included  in  the  Board  of  Education  budget  is  be- 
cause the  magnitude  of  that  budget  is  so  close  to  the  statutory  limit 
that  the  Board  of  Education  cannot  assimilate  a  $2.2  million  expendi- 
ture. If  it  were  not  for  that  fact,  the  Board  of  Education  would  have 
included  the  expense  in  its  own  budget." 

The  Finance  Committee  is  informed  that  the  Board  of  Education 
recognizes  the  extremely  critical  importance  of  the  school.  The  Com- 
mittee recalls  that  the  statutory  limit  of  the  Board  of  Education  budget 
was  substantially  expanded  in  the  fairly  recent  past.  The  Committee 
has  not  been  furnished  with  any  figures  from  any  source  which  would 
indicate  that  the  Board  of  Education  budget  is  approaching  its  statu- 
tory limit  so  that  it  cannot  assimilate  a  $2.2  miUion  expenditure.  The 
Committee  believes  that  the  Board  of  Education,  within  the  statutory 
framework  of  its  budget  and  through  appropriate  assignment  of  pri- 
orities, can  and  should  accept  its  primary  obligation  for  what  is  un- 
questionably a  school  district  item. 

Mayor: 

The  Special  Assistance  Program  and  City-financed  Relocation  Serv- 
ices are  recommended  for  approval  at  a  figure  of  $124,474  as  sub- 
mitted by  the  Mayor. 

A  supplemental  item  of  $206,000,  representing  the  City's  cash  con- 
tribution to  the  20%  of  the  cost  of  community  action  programs  which 
is  to  be  provided  by  the  local  community,  under  the  Economic 
Opportunity  Act,  is  recommended  for  approval.  This  item  was  the 
subject  of  extended  discussion  with  representatives  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Neighborhood  Legal  Assistance  Foundation.  The  Finance  Com- 
mittee has  been  informed  that  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Foun- 
dation has  delegated  policy-making  powers  relative  to  the  institution 
of  litigation  to  the  attorneys  in  the  Foundation's  employ,  and  that  the 
Board  of  Directors  has  been  requested  by  the  Office  of  Economic 
Opportunity  and  the  American  Bar  Association  to  maintain  a  "hands 
off"  position  relative  to  the  filing  of  lawsuits,  whether  they  be  class 
actions  or  individual  actions;  further,  that  if  the  Board  of  Directors 
were  to  become  involved  in  any  way  with  the  filing  of  lawsuits,  funding 
of  the  Foundation  would  be  jeopardized. 

The  Finance  Committee  believes  it  unusual  if  not  unwise  for  em- 
ployees rather  than  the  policy-making  body  to  determine  whether  or 
not  litigation  should  be  commenced,  especially  in  many  cases  with 
important,  far-reaching  effects  where  class  actions  are  involved,  and 
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intends  to  request  clarification  from  the  Office  of  Economic  Oppor- 
tunity and  American  Bar  Association. 

The  item  of  $28,000  in  the  Mayor's  budget  for  Federal  Legislative 
Expense  has  been  recommended  for  incorporation  in  the  budget,  with 
the  proviso  that  the  funds  are  to  be  held  subject  to  the  Board's  prior 
approval  of  the  contract  pursuant  to  which  this  service  will  be  pro- 
vided for  the  next  fiscal  year. 

Also  included  in  the  Mayor's  supplemental  budget  are  items  of 
$25,000  for  the  San  Francisco  Crime  Committee,  and  $12,000  for  the 
Delinquency  Prevention  Committee.  The  latter  item  has  been  included 
in  the  Mayor's  budget  in  the  interest  of  time,  with  the  understanding 
that  appropriate  assignment  of  said  Committee's  budget  to  a  permanent 
department  of  City  and  County  government  will  be  made  prior  to 
July  1,  1970. 

The  Mayor's  budget  also  includes  an  appropriation  of  $7,000  for 
Office  of  Aging,  an  estimate  of  the  County  share  of  cash  costs  re- 
quired under  a  Federal  grant  agreement  administered  by  the  California 
Commission  on  Aging. 

Police  Department: 

There  are  266  new  positions  contained  in  the  proposed  budget  for 
this  Department — 113  in  the  uniformed  force,  and  153  in  the  civihan 
complement  which  latter  positions  the  Committee  has  been  informed 
will  replace  141  uniformed  personnel  for  assignment  to  patrol  duty. 

The  budget  requests  as  received  from  the  Mayor  are  submitted  to 
the  Board  virtually  intact,  with  the  notable  deletion  of  a  helicopter, 
with  appurtenances,  which  the  Finance  Committee  feels  is  not  criti- 
cally needed  at  this  time.  Some  reduction  in  the  total  amount  re- 
quested for  equipment  is  also  recommended,  with  the  Department 
retaining  the  obligation  of  selecting  for  purchase  those  items  having 
the  greatest  priority. 

The  Committee  intends  to  discuss  with  the  Chief  of  Police  and  the 
Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  the  possibility  of  establishing  a  more 
consistent  program  of  dispensation  of  meritorious  awards. 

Social  Services: 

The  Committee  has  duly  noted  the  substantial  increases  in  amounts 
requested  for  Categorical  Aids,  General  Assistance  and  other  programs 
administered  by  this  Department.  Recognizing  that  our  Board  during 
the  current  fiscal  year  was  forced  to  appropriate  surpluses  of  several 
million  dollars  in  order  to  maintain  acceptable  levels  of  aid  to  the 
needy,  the  Finance  Committee  has  left  those  items  intact  as  they  were 
received  from  the  Mayor. 

With  respect  to  General  Assistance  which  represents  100%  County 
funds,  without  any  participation  by  the  Federal  and  State  governments, 
under  policies  established  and  administered  by  the  Social  Services 
Commission,  the  Finance  Committee  has  observed  that  the  estimated 
expenditures  in  San  Francisco  during  the  curret  fiscal  year  totalled 
$7,285,000.  In  sharp  contrast,  our  neighboring  counties  appropriated 
the  following  totals  of  General  Assistance:  Alameda,  $2,230,329; 
Contra  Costa,  $872,280;  San  Mateo,  $499,452;  Santa  Clara, 
$1,487,983. 
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The  Committee  has  also  compared,  and  submits  for  the  Board's  in- 
formation, public  welfare  cash  grant  expenditures  for  the  last  com- 
plete fiscal  year,  1968-69,  for  the  three  largest  Bay  Area  counties,  as 
follows:

Sheriff: 

Reductions  have  been  recommended  in  items  for  household  furnish- 
ings, clothing  and  individual  equipment,  foodstuffs  and  equipment, 
with  the  understanding  that  a  communication  will  be  directed  to  the 
Sheriff,  recalling  to  his  attention  the  Surplus  Property  program  and 
the  availability  of  surplus  items  to  his  Department.  The  Director  of 
the  San  Francisco  Disaster  Corps  has  informed  the  Committee  that 
information  concerning  surplus  materials,  together  with  application 
data,  has  been  furnished  to  the  Sheriff.  Additionally,  it  is  the  opinion 
of  the  Finance  Committee  that  appropriations  for  foodstuffs  may  be 
materially  conserved  through  quantity  purchases. 

Superior  Court: 

The  requested  item  of  $24,500  for  library  and  reference  books  is 
recommended  for  reduction  to  a  total  of  $16,500,  the  amount  which 
was  approved  for  the  current  year.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Committee 
to  write  to  the  Presiding  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  in  this  connec- 
tion, and  urge  that  no  new  libraries  be  acquired  but  that,  rather,  newly 
appointed  judges  make  arrangements  to  share  existing  libraries. 

Board  of  Supervisors: 

Pursuant  to  the  Board's  direction,  the  Finance  Committee  has  in- 
cluded in  its  recommendations  a  supplemental  item  of  $37,392  for 
permanent  salaries  of  a  budget  analyst  and  his  secretarial  assistant, 
needed  to  enable  the  Board  to  improve  its  budget-formulating  function 
in  the  interests  of  achieving  greater  efficiencies  and  economies. 

Also  included  is  an  item  of  $9,240,  for  reimbursement  of  mileage 
charges  accrued  by  members  of  the  Board  while  using  their  personal 
automobiles  in  the  performance  of  official  duties.  One  employment  of 
Chauffeur  and  one  Class  D  automobile  will  be  dispensed  with  as  of 
December  1,  1970,  upon  the  retirement  of  one  employee  who  will 
have  attained  the  age  of  65. 

The  supplemental  budget  also  contains  items  pursuant  to  which  the 
Administrative-Secretarial  Assistants  to  Board  members  will  have  their 
positions  refilled  to  Administrative  Assistants  to  Members  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  so  as  to  properly  reflect  duties  which  are  ad- 
ministrative in  nature  rather  than  clerical  and  secretarial.  The  salaries 
of  such  employees  shall  be  $795  per  month  for  the  period  July  1-14, 
1970  and  $834  per  month  for  the  period  July  15,  1970  through  June 
30,  1971,  in  conformity  with  the  approximately  5%  salary  standardi- 
zation increase  given  for  the  next  fiscal  year  to  other  miscellaneous 
employees. 
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Chief  Administrative  Officer: 

The  supplemental  budget  for  this  Department  includes  an  item  for 
walkways,  landscaping,  tot-lots  and  preliminary  design  of  Galvez 
Playfield  for  the  Hunters  Point  Redevelopment  Project  in  the  amount 
of  $596,878.  This  is  a  portion  of  the  total  recreation  and  open-space 
program  proposed  previously  for  funding  by  bond  issue.  The  total 
program  involving  expenditures  of  $3.4  million  will  contribute  $2.7 
million  toward  the  City's  share  of  the  project's  cost.  Each  component 
of  the  program  will  require  a  budget  for  upkeep. 

Real  Estate  Department: 

A  supplemental  request  for  $8,000  is  included  for  services  and  ex- 
penses of  inter-departmental  personnel  of  this  Department,  pursuant 
to  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No.  880-69,  in  developing,  pro- 
moting and  negotiating  economically  sound  proposals  for  transfer  in 
fee  of  the  Haslett  Warehouse  and  other  properties  in  the  State  His- 
torical Maritime  Park  from  the  State  of  California  to  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco. 

Public  Works — Capital  Improvements: 

An  item  of  $86,000  relative  to  modernization  and  conversions  for 
press  and  TV  representatives,  Board  of  Permit  Appeals,  Bureau  of 
Engineering  and  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  second  floor  of  the  City 
Hall  is  recommended  for  exclusion  from  the  budget  as  a  project  of 
relatively  low  priority  at  this  time. 

Public  Works  and  Water  Pollution  Control: 

A  supplemental  budget  request  in  the  total  amount  of  $499,599  is 
recommended  to  comply  with  requirements  of  the  Regional  Water 
Quality  Control  Board  relative  to  San  Francisco's  efl'Iuent  discharges 
and  the  mandatory  self -monitoring  program.  The  Director  of  Public 
Works  reports  that  the  budget  increase  due  to  Regional  Water  Quality 
Control  Board  requirements  aggregates  $528,679.  This  is  additional 
to  the  normal  appropriations  made  for  water  pollution  control  in  the 
Waste  Water  Pumping  Division,  the  Treatment  Division  and  the  Sewer 
Repair  Division  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  The  respective 
budget  requests  approved  by  the  Mayor  for  those  three  Divisions  are 
$305,703;  $2,241,464  and  $1,677,513. 

Public  Health: 

The  budget  requests  of  this  Department  as  screened  and  recom- 
mended by  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  and  the  Mayor,  have  been 
the  subject  of  but  few  and  minor  amendments  in  the  recommendations 
of  the  Finance  Committe.  It  was  significant  in  the  Committee's  de- 
liberations that  Doctor  Francis  J.  Curry,  Acting  Director  of  Public 
Health,  reported  in  writing  on  April  24  that,  "the  net  increase  on  the 
local  tax  base  for  public  health  services  and  institutional  services,  ex- 
clusive of  mental  health,  will  be  $36,838.  The  net  increase  on  the  tax 
base  for  mental  health  services  will  be  $49,609.  The  total  net  increase 
on  the  tax  base  will  be  $86,447  for  the  proposed  $6.5  million  increase 
in  the  budget." 

The  Finance  Committee  has  noted  particularly  that  the  Community 
Mental  Health  services  has  been  experiencing  a  marked  expansion. 
During   1968-69  this  Division  had  actual  expenditures  of  $4,163,581. 
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During  the  current  fiscal  year  its  estimated  expenditures  are 
$15,024,440.  The  budget  and  supplemental  budget  as  received  from 
the  Mayor  total  $17,213,263.  Major  expansions  are  represented  by 
the  Bayview  Mental  Health  Center,  the  Mission  Mental  Health  Center, 
the  Alcoholism  Program  for  City  and  County  employees  and  the 
Themis  House  Program  for  Alcoholics. 

Public  Health — Accounting: 

Two  new  positions  of  Principal  Accountant  are  recommended  for 
approval.  One  will  coordinate,  supervise  and  audit  the  financial  aspects 
of  the  Medi-Cal  and  Medicare  programs.  The  other  will  prepare, 
supervise  and  audit  all  the  monetary  reports  of  the  many  diverse,  com- 
plicated Federal  and  State  projects.  Both  will  assure  production  of 
considerable  revenues  which  otherwise  will  be  lost. 

M.  H.  de  Young  Museum  and  California  Palace  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor: 

M.  H.  de  Young  Museum  and  California  Palace  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor  are  progressing  toward  consolidation  starting  with  the  position 
of  Director.  The  Charter  provides  that  no  one  person  can  hold  two 
salaried  offices.  The  California  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  has 
requested  that  the  position  of  its  Director  remain  in  the  budget  and 
Annual  Salary  Ordinance  without  funds  until  the  consolidation  is  fully 
effected.  Thereafter,  the  budget  provides,  under  the  de  Young  Mu- 
seum, for  a  position  of  Director,  M.  H.  de  Young  Memorial  Museum 
and  California  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  with  a  maximum  salary 
of  $32,244  per  year.  The  current  maximum  annual  salary  of  the 
Director,  de  Young  Museum,  is  $25,260,  and  of  the  Director,  Cali- 
fornia Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor,  $24,060. 

Public  Library: 

The  major  items  in  this  budget,  as  received  from  the  Mayor,  remain 
undisturbed,  i.e.,  lease  books  under  the  McNaughton  Plan  at  $75,316; 
subscriptions  at  $72,000  and  library  and  reference  books  at  $725,000, 
all  identical  with  the  appropriations  budgeted  during  the  current  fiscal 
year. 

Publicity  and  Advertising: 

The  anticipated  revenues  available  for  this  fund  totalled  $1,950,000 
for  the  current  fiscal  year.  For  1970-71,  the  estimate  is  $2,100,000, 
an  increase  of  $150,000.  The  Finance  Committee  recommends  that 
a  total  amount  of  $2,000,000  be  allocated  to  the  Publicity  and  Adver- 
tising fund,  which  will  leave  an  anticipated  $100,000  unallocated. 

The  Board  is  reminded  that  pursuant  to  Section  515,  Part  III,  San 
Francisco  Municipal  Code,  on  and  after  July  1,  1968,  40%  of  the 
total  Hotel  Room  Tax  collection  shall  be  specifically  set  aside  for 
acquisition,  construction,  or  completion  of  a  Sports  Arena  Convention 
Center  in  the  Yerba  Buena  Redevelopment  Area,  through  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1971,  unless  such  date  is  further  extended  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  The  Controller  has  advised  that  to  date  the 
total  so  set  aside  is  $2,822,384. 

Recreation  and  Park: 

An  item  of  $1,000  to  repair  and  paint  the  convenience  station  at 
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Marina  Yacht  Harbor  has  been  deleted,  since  the  new  flotation  project 
will  provide  modern,  up-to-date  facilities. 

Items  of  $46,000  and  $1,200  on  pages  924  and  928  have  been  ap- 
proved so  that  adequate  recreational  supplies  can  be  made  available 
to  meet  the  great  needs  at  various  facilities. 

The  Committee  intends  to  suggest  that  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Commission  thoroughly  investigate  the  possibility  of  converting  the 
large  Sharon  Building  adjacent  to  Children's  Playground  into  a  senior 
center,  thus  avoiding  construction  of  yet  another  building  on  the 
dwindling  open  space  in  Golden  Gate  Park. 

Special  Gas  Tax  Street  Improvement  Fund — Construction: 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  deletion  of  two  proposed  proj- 
ects. One  is  the  grade  separation  at  Market  and  Castro  Streets, 
$990,000.  The  Committee  feels  that  this  item,  which  is  to  conduct 
a  feasibility  study,  prepare  plans  and  modify  BART  switch  stations 
for  possible  future  construction  of  a  vehicular  overpass,  is  not  suffi- 
ciently justified  at  this  time,  particularly  in  the  light  of  vehement  ob- 
jections registered  by  numerous  organizations  of  residents  and  business 
people  in  the  immediately  affected  area. 

The  other  item  is  $550,000  for  a  Portola  Drive  overpass  to  Juni- 
pero  Serra  Boulevard  which  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  believes 
is  a  remote  project  for  realization  in  the  foreseeable  future. 

Special  Gas  Tax  Street  Improvement — 1.04c  Funds: 

The  proposed  Castro  Street  sidewalk  narrowing.  Market  Street  to 
Waller  Street,  $383,400,  is  recommended  for  deletion  because  of  its 
relationship  to  the  disapproved  item  for  the  Market  and  Castro  grade 
separation  mentioned  in  the  immediately  preceding  comments. 

Road  Commissioner — Road  Fund,  General  Maintenance: 

The  Mayor  transferred  $200,000  from  this  fund  (Index  686)  which 
contains  gas  tax  moneys,  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Street 
Cleaning  Division,  wages  account,  thus  reducing  the  property  tax  re- 
quirement of  the  latter  Division  by  said  amount.  The  Finance  Com- 
mittee made  further  reductions  totalling  $87,957  in  various  Road  Fund 
appropriations,  which  will  be  transferred  to  further  reduce  the  prop- 
erty tax  requirement  of  the  Street  Cleaning  Division.  No  other  trans- 
fers of  a  similar  nature  appear  to  be  warranted  at  this  time. 

Public  Utilities  Commission,  General  Office: 

While  the  Committee  has  recommended  retention  of  a  vacant  posi- 
tion of  Director,  Utilities  Property  Management  Bureau,  it  has  di- 
rected the  Controller  withhold  certification  of  any  appointment  thereto 
until  further  approval  of  the  Finance  Commitee  has  been  obtained. 
The  lengthy  vacancy,  and  the  availability  of  Real  Estate  Department 
personnel,  raise  some  question  concerning  future  need  for  the  posi- 
tion. 

Airport: 

The  Committee,  in  recommending  reduction  of  the  Travel  Expense 
appropriation  from  $9,000  to  $5,000,  disapproves  generally  the  dele- 
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gation  of  more  than  one  representative  to  attend  conferences  and 
conventions. 

Municipal  Railway: 

A  requested  $175,000  for  Clothing  and  Individual  Equipment  is 
recommended  for  reduction  to  $150,000.  The  Committee  will  suggest 
that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  enact  appropriate  regulations  to 
provide  for  issuance  of  used  uniforms  to  newly-employed  personnel 
who,  following  lapse  of  one  year's  time  and  satisfactory  completion  of 
the  probationary  period,  will  be  furnished  with  new  articles.  The 
present  accumulation  of  little-used,  perfectly  serviceable  equipment 
turned  in  by  terminated  employees  is  reaching  extremely  large  and 
wasteful  proportions. 

Port  Commission: 

Recommended  items  for  this  department  include  $870,000  for 
Buildings,  Structures  and  Improvements;  $964,500  for  Reconstruc- 
tion and  Replacement;  $30,000  for  a  Public  Access  Study  on  the 
Southern  Waterfront  Area  as  required  by  the  Bay  Conservation  and 
Development  Commission;  and  $25,000  for  a  new  Midwest  Trade 
Promotion  Office  in  Chicago. 

A  recommended  cut-back  from  $15,000  to  $10,000  in  the  item  for 
Entertainment  of  Visitors  is  included,  the  Committee  having  observed 
that  $247  was  spent  for  this  purpose  during  the  latter  half  of  the  last 
fiscal  year,  and  that  a  total  of  $7,000  is  being  requested  for  Promo- 
tional Entertainment  in  the  New  York,  Tokyo  and  Chicago  offices. 

Annual  Salary  Ordinance — Administrative  Provisions: 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  proposed  amendments  to  the 
administrative  provisions,  as  follows: 

(1)  Section  1.34.  Maximum  Rate  of  Part-Time  Service.  To  pro- 
vide that  effective  July  15,  1970,  the  maximum  rate  for  inmate  help, 
or  student  nurses,  or  part-time  service,  shall  not  exceed  $233  per 
month,  including  the  value  of  any  allowances.  The  current  rate  is 
$221  per  month.  The  change  is  required  by  Section  142  of  the  Char- 
ter, to  reflect  average  percentage  increase  for  miscellaneous  employees. 

(2)  Delete  Section  1.36,  which  provides  for  $86.58  per  month 
premium  to  be  paid  to  supervisory  classes  in  the  transit  series  to  main- 
tain the  diflFerential  over  operator  classes.  For  the  next  fiscal  year, 
this  differential  will  be  reflected  in  the  Compensation  Schedule  when 
the  rate  for  operator  classes  is  determined. 

(3)  Section  1.36  (New  Section)  High  Line — 7338  Lineman — Hetch 
Hetchy  Project.  To  provide  that  when  employees  in  Class  7338  Line- 
man assigned  to  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  are  required  to  work  poles 
or  towers  which  are  more  than  80  feet  high,  they  shall  receive  50% 
above  the  regular  scale  for  each  80  feet  or  fraction  thereof  above  80 
feet  for  work  done  at  such  heights.  This  provision  is  in  conformity 
with  the  collective  bargaining  agreements. 

(4)  Section  1.35.    Charges  and  Deductions  for  Maintenance.    To 

provide  a  subsistence  allowance  of  $10  per  day  for  Transmission 
Lineman  Foreman,  Lineman,  and  Lineman  Helper,  when  assigned  to 
work  away  from  normally  assigned  headquarters  at  Moccasin  in  excess 
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of  the  normal  work  day.    This  procedure  is  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  collective  bargaining  agreement. 

The  Finance  Committee  concurs  in  recommending  these  amend- 
ments. 

The  Controller  has  furnished  cost  data  relative  to  charges  levied  for 
accommodations,  services,  and  facilities  furnished  to  employees  in 
various  departments. 

As  reflected  in  Section  1.35  of  the  Ordinance,  no  changes  of  1969-70 
charges  are  recommended  except  to  increase  the  rate  per  person  per 
day  at  the  O'Shaughnessy  Guest  Cottage  from  $24  to  $25. 

Annual  Appropriation  Ordinance — Administrative  Provisions: 

The  Controller  has  proposed  an  amendment  to  the  administrative 
provisions  by  adding  Section  11.12  to  read  as  follows: 

"The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  appropriations 
based  on  the  budget  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Education  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  to  adjust  appropriation 
transfers  into  general  City  and  County  funds." 

This  amendment  is  necessary  to  authorize  the  Controller  to  set  up 
necessary  appropriation  accounts  and  transfers  inasmuch  as  the  School 
District  budget  for  the  first  time  is  not  reflected  in  the  budget  as  sub- 
mitted by  the  Mayor  and  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Acknowledgments: 

The  Finance  Committee  commends  and  thanks  Controller  Nathan 
B.  Cooper,  his  budget  assistants,  David  Fong  and  Robert  Yuen,  and 
their  staff  for  their  valued  assistance. 

Board  Action: 

In  order  that  all  the  members  of  the  Board  may  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  consider  in  complete  detail  the  Committee's  recommended 
changes  in  relation  to  the  entire  budget,  the  Committee  has  completed 
its  review  of  the  budget  as  much  before  adoption  as  was  possible  in 
view  of  the  numerous  meetings  required.  The  Charter  provides  that 
the  Board  shall  adopt  the  budget  not  earlier  than  May  15.  The 
Budgetary  Procedure  Ordinance  declares  that  the  budget  may  not  be 
adopted  later  than  May  21. 

On  the  regular  Board  meeting  date  of  May  18,  I  will  move  that  the 
budget,  as  amended  by  the  Board,  be  adopted. 

Conclusion: 

The  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  (my  colleagues  are  Super- 
visor Francois  and  Supervisor  Mendelsohn)  submit  their  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Board  with  unanimity. 

All  members  of  the  Board  were  cordially  invited  to  attend  the 
Finance  Committee's  departmental  hearings  and  executive  sessions, 
and  to  favor  the  Committee  with  any  suggestions  they  might  have  to 
offer.  The  Committee  welcomed  those  who  found  it  possible  to  at- 
tend, and  the  comments  of  all  who  submitted  them. 

The    Committee's    various    recommendations    for    extra-budgetary

Correction  of  Finance  Committee  Recommendations. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  called  the  Board's  attention  to  correc- 
tions in  the  Finance  Committee  recommendations  as  follows: 

(1)  In  the  Sheriflf's  budget.  Index  173,  Page  217,  Line  25,  the  item 
of  one  new  Stationary  Engineer  should  remain  in  the  budget 
at  a  total  of  $13,142,  rather  than  be  deleted  as  shown  in  the 
Finance  Committee  Recommendations. 

(2)  In  the  Sheriff's  budget,  Index  173,  Page  219,  Line  1,  the  item 
for  Overtime  should  be  approved  in  the  total  amount  of 
$22,000,  rather  than  $35,000,  as  shown  in  the  Budget  Esti- 
mates, Volume  I.  This  in  effect  will  produce  a  savings  of 
$13,000,  which  will  practically  offset  the  item  in  Paragraph  (1) 
above. 

(3)  In  the  budget  of  the  California  Academy  of  Sciences  (Steinhart 
Aquarium),  Index  213,  Page  294,  Line  19,  a  position  of  Ichthy- 
ological  Secretary,  total  $7,560,  has  been  recommended  for 
deletion.  That  recommendation  should  be  corrected  so  that 
the  position  will  remain  in  the  budget.  This  is  a  position  which 
from  an  accounting  procedure  has  been  carried  for  more  than 
ten  years  under  the  Contractual  Services  account,  and  in  that 
account,  on  Page  298,  Line  5,  a  related  reduction  of  $6,700, 
has  been  made. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  urged  that  the  Board  consider  no 
changes  in  the  budget  as  recommended  by  Finance  Committee.  With 
respect  to  the  $2.2  million  budget  item  for  schools  at  Hunters  Point 
which  the  Finance  Committee  has  deleted  from  the  budget.  Super- 
visor von  Beroldingen  stated  that  the  ultimate  and  primary  responsi- 
bility for  budgeting  for  schools  is  that  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
which  has  always  borne  this  kind  of  expense.

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  stated,  in  that  event,  she  must  maintain 
her  position.  She  recommended  that  some  form  of  estimate  and  bid  be 
obtained  before  the  Board  commits  itself  to  a  $6,000  fee  for  a  matter 
which  will  probably  be  a  simple  interpretation  of  law  which  the  court 
can  decide  on  briefs  submitted  to  it. 

Supervisor  Francois  stated  that  the  disadvantages  the  City  will  suffer 
if  the  Board  insists  that  the  City  Attorney  represent  the  City  in  this 
action  are  obvious.    The  Board  might  be  charged  with  waging  a  col-

COMMITTEE  REPORT. 

Report  of  Social  Services  Committee's  inquiry  into  the  functions  and 
operation  of  the  Department  of  Social  Services. 

File  No.   274-70. 

Supervisor  Gonzales,  on  behalf  of  himself  and  Supervisor  Barbage- 
lata presented  the  following  report  of  Social  Services  Committee: 

"As  you  know,  the  Social  Services  Committee  has  undertaken  a  ser- 
ies of  comprehensive  hearings  concerning  the  functional  operations  of 
the  Department  of  Social  Services,  in  a  determined  effort  to  identify 
and  implement  from  a  legislative  standpoint  areas  of  widespread  dis- 
satisfaction in  the  community. 

"One  of  the  conclusions  reached  as  a  result  of  the  hearings  is  that  a 
comprehensive  study  of  the  Department  ought  to  be  undertaken  in 
the  interests  of  all  concerned.  Your  Committee  has  in  mind  an  in- 
depth  study  of  the  degree  to  which  the  Department  of  Social  Services 
is  complying  with  its  governing  regulations  and  achieving  its  program 
objectives,  particularly  in  regard  to  efficient  and  accurate  determina- 
tion of  recipient  eligibility,  effective  delivery  of  welfare  grants  and 
supportive  services  to  those  who  are  eligible,  systematic  reinves'igation 
of  eligibility,  and  effective  rehabilitation  efforts. 

"The  contemplated  study  will  conclude  an  examination  of  adminis- 
trative procedures,  staff  levels  and  utilization,  work  administration 
patterns,  internal  planning  and  budgeting  processes,  management  sys- 
tems and  controls,  staff  relations,  and  all  matters  relating  to  efficient 
departmental  operation.  Such  a  study  will  conclude  with  definite  rec- 
ommendations to  correct  identified  areas  of  weakness  in  operating 
policies  and  procedures. 

"The  current  state  of  departmental  operation  indicates  with  some 
clarity  that  an  emergency  exists  which  demands  immediate  remedial 
measures.  The  emergency  is  amply  supportd  by  the  fact  that  the  De- 
partment of  Social  Services  already  has  been  served,  this  year,  with  a 
notice  of  non-conformity  with  State  and  Federal  requirements  by  the 
State  Department  of  Social  Welfare  with  respect  to  processing  of  Aid 
to  Totally  Disabled  grants.  The  hearings  conducted  by  your  Committee 
have  indicated  additionally  that  while  the  Department  of  Social  Serv- 
ices has  not  yet  been  served  in  other  areas  of  its  operations,  it  never- 
theless, is  delinquent  in  its  delivery  of  supportive  services  and  rein- 
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vestigation  of  eligibility.  As  a  consequence,  under  the  law,  the  State 
of  California  can  put  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  into  re- 
ceivership insofar  as  welfare  administration  is  concerned  and  should 
that  occur,  the  Department  of  Social  Services  would  cease  to  function 
as  an  autonomous  department  of  local  government,  with  obvious  dire 
consequences  to  the  City  and  County  and  all  its  people. 

"It  has  been  determined  by  your  committee  that  a  comprehensive 
and  adequate  study  leading  to  appropriate  remedial  measures  will  cost 
in  the  neighborhood  of  $80  thousand,  of  which  $40  thousand  will  be 
supplied  by  the  City  and  County,  with  the  remaining  funds  to  be  ob- 
tained from  private  sources."

Effects  on  City  and  County  revenue  estimates  resulting  from  decrease 
in  San  Francisco's  population. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  advised  that  he  has  received  a  report  from 
Evan  H.  Davey,  Acting  Area  Supervisor  for  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
advising  that  San  Francisco's  population  has  dropped  to  704,370  from

Installations   of  nonmetallic   sheathed   cable 
shall  comply  with  the  applicable  provisions  of  Article  3,  Division 
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A,  and,  in  addition,  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Divi- 
sion. 

Section  336.2.  Definition.  A  nonmetallic  sheathed  cable  is  an  assem- 
bly of  two  or  more  insulated  conductors  having  an  outer  sheath 
of  moisture-resistant,  flame-retardant,  nonmetallic  material. 

Section  336.3.  Construction.  Nonmetallic  sheathed  cable  shall  be  an 
approved  type  in  sizes  No.  14  through  No.  10  A.W.G.  with  copper 
conductors,  and  in  sizes  No.  12  and  No.  10  with  aluminum  con- 
ductors. In  addition  to  the  insulated  conductors,  the  cable  must 
have  an  approved  size  of  covered  or  bare  conductor  for  grounding 
purposes  only. 

Section  336.3(a).  Type.  The  conductors  shall  comply  with  the  require- 
ments for  the  type  of  conductors  used. 

Section  336.3(b).  Marking.  In  addition  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
310.2,  the  cable  shall  have  a  distinctive  marking  on  the  exterior 
for  its  entire  length,  specifying  cable  type. 

Section  336.4.  Use.  Nonmetallic  sheathed  cable  may  be  used  for  con- 
cealed work  within  Type  5,  Group  I  occupancy,  one  and  two 
family  dwellings  only.  The  cable  shall  be  installed  in  conformance 
with  the  following  requirements. 

Section  336.4(a).  The  cable  shall  be  protected  from  damage  from  nails 
by  a  cover  of  corrosion-resistant  coated  steel  not  less  than  16 
gauge  thick,  as  wide  as  the  wood  member  covered  and  attached 
with  2  nails,  when  run  within  1%  inches  of  any  finished  wall  or 
ceiling  surface.

Cable  shall  be  secured  in  place  at  intervals  not  exceed- 
ing 41/^  feet  and  within  12  inches  from  every  cabinet,  box,  or  fit- 
ting. Placing  more  than  one  cable  under  a  strap  or  cable  is  not 
permitted. 

Nonmetallic  sheathed  cable  not  be  used 
for  any  exposed  work.

Holes  shall  be  at  the  approximate  centers  of  wood  members 
and  shall  be  not  more  than  twice  the  diameter  of  the  cable.  No 
more  than  one  cable  may  be  installed  in  any  bored  hole. 

Nonmetallic  sheathed  cable 
shall  not  be  installed  exposed  in  any  unfinished  basement. 

Section  336.10.  In  accessible  attics.  Cables  in  accessible  attics  or  roof 
spaces  shall,  when  running  parallel  to  joists,  be  securely  fastened 
to  the  side  of  the  joist.  They  shall  be  protected  by  running  boards 
when  within  6  feet  of  any  access  hole. 

Section  336.11.  Bends.  Bends  in  cable  shall  be  so  made,  and  other 
handling  shall  be  such  that  the  protective  covering  will  not  be 
injured,  and  no  bend  shall  have  a  radius  less  than  5  times  the 
diameter  of  the  cable. 

Section  336.12.  Boxes.  Outlet  boxes  shall  be  metallic  boxes  and  shall 
be  grounded  as  required  under  Article  250.  Individual  connectors 
or  clamps  shall  be  provided  for  each  cable  entering  a  box. 

Section  336.13.  Devices  of  insulating  material.  Switch,  outlet,  and  tap 
devices  of  insulating  material  shall  not  be  used  without  approved 
outlet  boxes.

"Dear  Mr.  Dolan: 

"At  its  meeting  of  August  31,  1970,  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
by  a  2-to-l  vote  approved  a  staflf  report  requesting  that  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  authorize  a  salary  survey  for  miscellaneous  employ- 
ees for  fiscal  year  1971-72.  I  dissented  from  the  staff  recommenda- 
tion. 

"My  reasons  for  dissenting  are  as  follows: 

"The  staff  report  indicated  that  public  agencies  surveyed  have 
reported  increases  averaging  between  5  to  8.25%  since  the  last 
survey.  The  average  increase  would  be  approximately  6.5%. 
However,  in  presenting  the  data  to  the  Commission  in  last  year's 
survey  the  staff  projected  a  5%  increase  in  these  public  agencies 
between  January  1  and  June  30  based  on  increases  granted  in 
past  years  during  this  period.  When  this  figure  is  subtracted 
from  the  average  increase  of  the  public  agencies  surveyed  the 
amount  of  increase  remaining  is  1.5%  and  insufficient  to  war- 
rant a  survey. 

"In  the  last  two  years  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  not  followed 
the  Civil  Service  recommendations,  but  instead  has  voted  in- 
creases on  an  across-the-board  basis.  This  has  resulted  in  a 
continuance  of  internal  inconsistencies  where  some  classifica- 
tions are  over  salary  data  and  some  under  salary  data,  and  which 
the  Commission  had  attempted  to  adjust  in  its  report  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.  If  it  is  the  intent  of  the  Board  to  continue 
the  practice  of  across-the-board  increases,  I  feel  that  funds  should 
not  be  authorized  for  the  survey  and  staff  time  should  not  be 
utilized  to  make  this  survey.

Approving  and  authorizing  supplemental  amended  park  lease  between 
the  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  and  San  Francisco  Stadium,  Inc., 
and  approving  sale  of  Series  B  bonds  of  San  Francisco  Stadium,  Inc., 
for  Phase  11  improvement  and  expansion  and  Candlestick  Park  Stadium. 
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File  No.  372-69-5,  Ordinance  No. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  recalled  that  approximately  a  year  and 
a  half  ago  the  Board  had  approved  the  expansion  and  improvement 
of  Candlestick  Park  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $9,100,000.  She  stated 
that  the  Board  is  now  faced  with  a  $5,000,000  increase  in  construc- 
tion costs  alone,  and  the  issuance  of  $16,100,000  principal  amount  of 
San  Francisco  Stadium  Bonds.  Nothing  can  be  done  now  to  retrieve  the 
$8,000,000  already  spent  on  the  stadium  nor  the  bonds  which  have 
been  recalled.  The  Finance  Committee  has  labored  to  find  a  solution 
to  the  dilemma  and  now  believes  it  has  found  a  solution  whereby,  at 
least,  the  entire  financial  burden  will  not  be  carried  by  the  real  prop- 
erty taxpayer.  The  Committee  is  prepared  to  recommend  an  increase 
of  the  hotel  room  tax  to  five-and-a-half  per  cent,  with  revenues  there- 
from to  be  allocated  as  follows:  two  per  cent  for  continued  allocation 
to  the  proposed  convention  center-sports  arena  in  Yerba  Buena  Rede- 
velopment Project  Area;  one-half  per  cent  for  interest  and  redemption 
of  the  San  Francisco  Stadium  Inc.  bonds;  and  the  balance  to  the  Pub- 
licity and  Advertising  Fund.  In  addition,  the  Committee  will  recom- 
mend a  stadium  operator  admission  tax  which  it  is  hoped  the  operators 
will  pay  from  television  revenue  rather  than  by  passing  it  on  to  the 
spectator.  By  these  means  it  is  anticipated  the  burden  on  the  real 
property  taxpayer  will  be  reduced  to  approximately  $300,000  a  year. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  thereupon  moved  do  pass  of  the  subject 
measure,  on  the  condition  that  the  proposed  increase  in  the  hotel  room 
tax  and  the  stadium  admission  tax  for  financing  the  increased  costs 
of  expansion  and  improvement  of  Candlestick  Park  be  approved  by 
the  Board.   Motion  seconded  by  Supervisor  Mendelsohn. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  thereupon  moved  suspension  of  the 
rules  to  permit  Robert  Sullivan,  General  Manager,  San  Francisco  Con- 
vention and  Visitors  Bureau,  to  address  the  Board.  There  being  no  objec- 
tion, the  Chair  declared  the  motion  adopted. 

Statement  re  Verba  Buena  Sports  Center. 

Mr.  Sullivan  advised  the  Board  that  a  $100,000,000  bond  issue  will 
be  required  to  be  issued  and  sold  for  construction  of  the  exhibit  hall 
and  sports  arena  proposed  to  be  constructed  in  the  Yerba  Buena  Rede- 
velopment Project  Area.  He  said  that  the  bond  houses  and  the  devel- 
opers both  state  that  an  absolute  requirement  for  the  sale  of  these 
bonds  is  a  continuation  of  the  revenue  from  the  hotel  room  tax  to  pay 
partially  the  income  and  interest  due  on  thirty-year  bonds.  Diversion 
of  these  funds  from  Yerba  Buena  to  Candlestick  Park  would  com- 
pletely jeopardize  the  Yerba  Buena  project. 

Mr.  Sullivan  said  the  Convention  and  Visitors  Bureau  and  the  major 
hotel  interests  are  agreeable  to  an  increase  of  the  hotel  room  tax  to 
five-and-one-half  percent  in  order  to  finance  both  projects. 

Supervisor  Francois  said  that  abandonment  of  the  Candlestick  Park 
project  at  this  point  would  waste  over  eight  million  dollars  of  the  tax- 
payers' money.  The  Finance  Committee  has  considered  reducing  the 
scope  of  the  work  to  be  performed  but  have  learned  that  this  could 
be  very  risky.  City  departments  find  the  low  bid  a  favorable  one.  If 
the  contract  is  not  awarded  now.  it  is  quite  possible  that,  at  the  present 
rate  of  inflation,  it  could  cost  more  to  do  less  work  at  a  later  time. 
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Supervisor  Francois  expressed  the  hope  the  Board  will  act  favorably 
on  the  subject  legislation  with  the  clear  understanding  that  the  Finance 
Committee  intends  to  proceed  with  the  preparation  of  legislation  to 
reduce  the  cost  to  the  home  owner  as  outlined  by  Chairman  von 
Beroldingen. 

Supervisor  Mendelsohn  said  he  felt  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had 
been  victimized  by  not  being  informed  earlier  of  the  tremendous  in- 
crease in  cost  of  this  project  and  that  he  would  not  vote  for  the  meas- 
ure on  final  passage  unless  the  Board  has  already  passed  for  second 
reading  the  legislation  which  will  provide  that  the  increased  costs  will 
be  paid  by  the  athletic  teams  and  by  an  increased  hotel  room  tax. 

Supervisor  Gonzales  said  that  while  he  previously  did  not  vote  in 
favor  of  the  improvement  and  expansion  of  Candlestick  Park,  he  will 
today  support  it  because  it  appears  to  be  the  only  way  the  City  can 
make  good  on  a  bad  thing. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Gonzales,  Chief  Admin- 
istrative Officer  Mellon  advised  that  the  increased  cost  has  arisen  mainly 
as  the  result  of  a  major  error  by  the  estimators  of  the  nonprofit  cor- 
poration. The  fact  that  the  cost  was  greater  than  that  anticipated 
came  to  the  City's  attention  late  last  fall.  After  much  discussion  and 
attempts  to  reduce  the  cost  of  the  project,  it  was  decided  that  the  only 
way  to  ascertain  what  the  cost  actually  would  be  was  to  put  the  project 
out  to  bid. 

Supervisor  Boas  said  that  he  voted  against  expansion  of  Candlestick 
Park  last  year  on  general  principles.  If  the  Citv  were  affluent,  this 
could  be  a  worthwhile  expenditure,  but  when  the  need  for  housing 
and  a  whole  variety  of  social  services  is  so  great.  Supervisor  Boas  said 
he  would  be  very  reluctant  to  use  City  funds  for  something  of  this 
nature;  therefore,  he  will  vote  against  it.

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  stated  that  there  are  presently  5,000 
additional  hotel  rooms  under  construction  which  are  expected  to  be 
completed  by  1972,  at  which  time  the  City  will  begin  paying  rent  to 
Stadium,  Inc.  In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  von  Beroldingen, 
Controller  Nathan  Cooper  advised  that  it  is  estimated  at  this  time  that 
$130,000  a  year  will  be  required  from  ad  valorem  taxes  to  meet  the 
rent  payments. 

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen  added  that  it  is  possible,  with  the  ex- 
pected increase  in  hotel  room  occupancies,  that  following  commence- 
ment of  payments  to  Stadium,  Inc.,  revenues  therefrom  will  be  suffi- 
cient so  that  no  tax  subsidy  will  be  required  from  the  taxpayers.  If 
this  is  correct,  it  would  then  be  possible  to  reduce  the  stadium  opera- 
tors admission  tax. 

Supervisor  Feinstein  explained  that  while  she  does  not  feel  this 
project  ranks  among  the  highest  priorities,  the  only  alternatives  seemed 
to  be  either  not  to  approve  the  amended  lease  and  confine  the  improve- 
ments to  the  $9,100,000  or  to  prepare  new  specifications  and  issue 
new  invitations  to  bid.  Supervisor  Feinstein  said  she  has  become  con- 
vinced that  the  latter  course  would  result  in  fewer  improvements  re- 
sulting in  as  high  a  cost  as  that  presently  contemplated.  Since  the  City 
has  made  a  major  commitment.  Supervisor  Feinstein  said  she  would 
like  to  see  that  commitment  honored.  The  important  thing  is  that  the 
people  who  will  be  using  the  stadium  will  be  paying  for  it. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  said  that  he  will  vote  for  the  improvement  and 
expansion  of  Candlestick  Park  because  he  feels  the  majority  of  the 
people  of  San  Francisco  want  it.  The  longer  the  City  waits  to  make 
these  improvements,  the  more  it  will  cost. 
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Supervisor  Francois  stated  that  he  had  hoped  to  modify  the  stadium 
operator  admission  tax  so  as  not  to  place  such  a  heavy  burden  on  the 
lower-priced  tickets.  However,  the  Giants  management  was  not  inter- 
ested in  trying  to  modify  the  proposal;  therefore,  Supervisor  Francois 
said  he  felt  he  had  no  choice  except  to  support  the  proposal  as  pre- 
sented.

manufacturers  for  conspiring  to  retard  the  introducton  of  smog  con- 
trol devices  in  the  State  of  California. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  von  Beroldingen,  relative 
to  the  status  of  her  request  that  the  City  Attorney  investigate  the 
possibility  of  bringing  an  action  against  General  Motors  for  selling  the 
City  buses  without  smog  control  devices,  Deputy  City  Attorney  Stark 
stated  that  he  would  check  with  the  City  Attorney  and  advise  Super- 
visor von  Beroldingen. 

John  M.  Woods,  General  Manager,  Municipal  Railway,  stated  that 
while  this  relocation  of  trolley  lines  necessitated  by  the  new  one-way 
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street  pattern  in  the  downtown  area  would  cost  $768,000,  it  would 
require  55  new  diesel  buses  at  a  cost  of  two  million  dollars  if  buses 
were  to  be  used  on  these  lines,  and  the  trolley  coaches  now  owned  by 
the  City  would  remain  idle. 

Refused  Adoption. 

Motion  to  Continue. 

Supervisor  Boas  moved  that  the  proposed  appropriation  of  $768,000 
to  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  for  modification  of  Municipal  Railway 
trolley  system  be  deleted  from  File  80-70-98  and  that  the  Chief  Admin- 
istrative Officer  be  requested  to  confer  with  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission and  advise  whether  or  not  it  is  anticipated  that  the  present 
one-way  street  pattern  in  the  downtown  area  is  expected  to  be  per- 
manent and,  if  not,  how  much  it  would  cost  to  replace  the  lines  in 
their  original  location. 

In  response  to  a  suggestion  by  Supervisor  Francois,  Supervisor  Boas 
amended  his  motion  to  provide  that  consideration  of  the  above- 
described  appropriation  be  continued  one  week  for  receipt  of  requested 
information  from  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer. 

In  response  to  a  request  by  Supervisor  Mendelsohn,  the  Chief  Ad- 
ministrative Officer  stated  that  the  present  one-way  street  pattern  in 
the  downtown  area  was  the  subject  of  intensive  public  hearings  very 
recently  and  it  is  questionable  that  the  departments  concerned  would 
be  inclined  to  suggest  any  changes  in  the  street  pattern  at  this  early 
stage. 

In  the  proposal  before  the  Board  today,  not  only  will  revenue  from 
operation  of  Hetch  Hetchy  be  used  to  finance  the  relocation  of  the 
trolley  system  but  the  trolley  coaches  will  be  using  Hetch  Hetchy 
power.  This  is  a  considerable  item  as  opposed  to  purchasing  new 
diesel  buses  and  purchasing  fuel  to  run  the  buses.  In  addition  to 
these  considerable  financial  advantages,  there  is  the  obvious  ecologi- 
cal advantage. 

Supervisor  Mendelsohn  requested  that  members  of  the  Public  Utili- 
ties Commission,  Captain  Zaragoza  of  the  Police  Traffic  Bureau  and 
the  Director  of  Public  Works  be  asked  to  be  present  next  Monday 
when  this  matter  is  before  the  Board  for  final  passage.

Supervisor  Francois  stated  that  legislation  will  soon  be  coming  to 
the  Board  which  will  require  the  licensing  of  motion  picture  theaters 
and  that  he  intends  to  support  such  legislation.

Suggesting  radio  broadcasts  alerting  citizens  to  stolen  automobiles. 

Supervisor  Francois  stated  that  at  the  convention  of  the  National 
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League  of  Cities,  Mayor  Stokes  of  Cleveland  had  reported  that  Cleve- 
land had  been  able  to  reduce  the  number  of  car  thefts  by  forty-one 
percent.

Mexicans  with  guns  because  they  don't  shoot  straight,  but  if  they  have 
a  knife  in  their  hands  they  are  more  dangerous. 

Supervisor  Gonzales  said  he  and  other  members  of  the  community 
find  these  comments  irresponsible,  gratuitous,  and  perhaps  indicative 
of  the  state  of  mind  of  a  man  not  qualified  to  be  retained  in  office.
